Demands  of  the  Knights. 


There  has  been  of  lato  a  great  in- 
crease  in  the  shipment  of  oats  for 
Europe  at  Montreal.  The  shipments 
from  that  port  thus  far  since  th«  open- 
ing of  the  season  have  been  581,000 
bushels,  against  K^l.OOO  bushels  dur- 
ing the  corresponding  week  last  year. 

There  are  now  publishetl  in  the 
fnitetl  States  14,1«5U  newspaiwrs,  an 
increase  of  6Gt>  over  last  year.  Id 
Massachusetts  the  weekly  press  ia 
gaining,  but  the  nuvi^azines  and  other 
monthly  periodicals  are  losing.  The 
maga/mes  appear  to  be  tending  to- 
ward New  York,  as  23  monthly  peri- 
odicals have  been  established  there 
during  the  year.  The  daily  news- 
paj>ers  of  the  country  number  1216. 


The  New  York  legislature  has  pass- 
ed a  bill  which  changes  the  municipal 
election  from  the  time  of  the  state 
election  to  April,  and  provides  that 
thfl  fourteen  aldermen  shall  be  elected 
by  a  cumulative  vote  on  a  general 
ticket.  That  is,  a  voter  ha^  fourteen 
votes  which  he  can  give  to  fourteen 
candidates,  on  each,  or  he  can  give 
fourteen  votes  to  one  candidate,  or 
divide  his  votes  to  the  number  of 
fourteen  amonj;  .several  candidates. 
This  will  give  all  parties  a  fair  repre- 
sentation, and  will  probably  ensure  a 
better  board. 


Tlio  figures  showing  the  losses  to  the 
country  through  the  strike  epidemic, 
as  collected  and  tabulated  by  Brad- 
street's,  give  some  idi-a  of  the  unset, 
tlemcnt  of  business  by  the  labor  move- 
mcius.  r^ince  the  1st  of  May  2.50,00C 
strikers  have  lost  $;?, 000,000  in  wases, 
CDiployers  have,  lost  $2,.=i00,<)00  from 
interrui>tions  to  business,  and  the 
losses  on  deferred  or  canceled  contracts 
foot  up  to  nearly  $2-^,000,000.  The 
building  industry  has  suffered  the 
most, for  of  the  last  figure  quoted  about 
$20,400,000  were  for  building  con- 
tracts. Tilt  above  figures  need  no 
comment.  Their  eloquence  would  be 
impairetl  by  a  multitude  of  words. 


When  it  was  announced  in  1852  that 
Canada  proposed  taking  the  settle- 
ment Af  the  hsliin:,' (jueotion  into  her 
own  hands  Daniel  Webster,  Secretary 
of  State,  said  that  the  treaty  of  1818 
was  made  with  England,  and  it  was 
not  expected  that  thti  I'nited  States 
would  submit  their  rights  to  bo  ad- 
judicaterl  in  the  petty  tribunals  ot 
Canada.

dee,  the  inevitable  result  of  which  Is  to  enable 
.hose  who  do  no  work  to  roach  tho  rarnincs  of 
ihose  who  do.  to  imiKiVerisli  the  fnrmer, 
iiechanic  and  Inborn-,  while  cnrivliiuR 
:he  fore>.tallerand  monoiKilist,  and  l)y  deprivinc 
hose  wlio  possess  only  the  |)ower  of  laljor  of 
iny  opportunity  of  makiuu  a  l.vini:  for  them - 
tolvcs,  to  force  them  into  deadly  competition 
with  each  other  for  the  waces  wlileh  sotne  em- 
r>lovor  is  willinir  to  pay.  As  prei  arins  tho  way 
'or  the  adop;  Imi  of  a  better  system,  wo  demand 
noasures  which  shall  restore  to  llie  people  cer- 
.ain  rights  and  privileces  luTeiuaiter  named: 

First— We  demand  ilie  creation  of  a  system 
:hat  shall  make  future  u'cnerations  more  than 
more  tenants  ?-•  will,  so  lonR  as  there  is  land 
die  that  is  necd>d  by  Ani'.rican  citizens  to  lire 
»ud  work  ui)on. 

Second— We  demand  the  reservation  of  the 
public  lanils  f<jr  actual  settlers  only,  and  that 
ill  lands  owned  by  Individ  lals  and  corporations 
n  excess  of  ItiO  acres,  not  undor  cultivation, 
jhall  l)e  tnx'il  to  the  full  value  (f  cultivated 
lands  lit  like  charnctcr. 

'Ihird-Wedtmand  the  immediate  forfeiture 
•)f  ail  lands  n-^.w  under  icrant  to  corporations  or 
mdividuals.  the  conditions  of  which  have  not 
je'n  O'.inpliod  with. 

Funrt  h—\V I?  demand  that  all  lands  now  held 
by  individnals  or  corporations  upon  which  pat- 
iiits  have  Kot  been  issued,  and  which  are  not 
fotfeifal)!e,  shall  be  jiatentcd  without  delay  and 
taxed  to  tho  full  value  of  lands  of  like  character 
under  oultlvation.

ination of  needed  information,  and  we  demand 
for  it  the  full  .ippropnatlon  asked  for,  that  Its 
elHcicncy  luay  n-.t  liu  impaired. 

Ninth — Wo  recommend  tlie  passaire  of  the  sev- 
eral bills  enilorscd  by  this  body  and  approved 
by  the  committee  of  labor  of  tho  house  of  rep- 
resentatives. 

Tenth— Wo  recommend  that  this  body  aopolnt 
1  commitfe  1)1  tlireo  to  ^isit  empress  during 
Its  present  K:;ss;on  to  mike  known  to  tho  mem- 
bers of  that  honorable  body  tho  wishes  of  the 
Knlshts  of  I.ib.ir  resiiectinn  the  matters  named 
by  this  comiuittce,  and  cudorsed  by  this  body. 


According  to  the  statistics  of  the  de 
partment  of  agriculture  at  Washing- 
ton we  are  not  so  far  ahead  in  the 
production  of  wheat.  Last  year  the 
■wheat  yield  of  the  United  States  was, 
in  roui.d  numbers,  357,000,000  busti- 
els.  but  during  tho  same  period  the 
wheat  yield  of  Franey  w.is  ;JI.'{,00(),- 
000  bushels,  whitli  considering  the 
size  of  the  country  and  the  number  of 
the  inhabit.-ints,  was  an  output  much 
more  surprising  than  that  of  the  Un- 
ited States.  Indeed,  if  thei^e  ligures 
are  to  bo  trusted— .an  1  we  assume  they 
are  tdlicial — the  wheat  yield  of  Spain 
and  Franco  combiMe<l  would  be  con- 
siderably larger  than  that  of  tho  en- 
tire United  Stales.  This  shows  the 
possibility  of  tho  future,  for  the  com- 
bined area  of  these  two  European 
countries  would  form  but  a  small  sec- 
tion of  the  United  State?. 


The  irresist.ible  cheapening  process 
in  manufacture  is  e.xhibited  in  the 
statement  maile  in  a  Boston  paper 
that  the  samecharacter  of  jirint  cloths 
that  were  sold  for  !>  1-2  cents  a  yard 
in  1S<>7  arc  selling  now  for  3  cents, 
and  the  sateens  which  a  few  years  ago 
were  worth  40  cents  are  now  sold  fof 
18  cents.  An  explanation  of  this  re- 
duction is  furnished  in  Senator  Beck's 
recent  statement  in  the  senate  that 
"in  thegre.it  manufaeturingestablish- 
ments  of  New  England  seven  persons, 
with  the  aid  of  machinery,  are  doing 
the  work  which  thirty  years  ago  it  re- 
quired seventy  persons  to  do."  And 
this  application  of  machinery  ii  not 
confined  to  factories.  "I  have  been 
on  the  prairies  ot  IXakota,"  says  Mr. 
Beck,  "and  seen  one  hundred  machines 
cutting  wheat  with  self-binders  attach- 
ed, each  of  the  binders  doing  tho  work 
of  six  men,  on  one  farm.  This  self- 
binding  attachment  alone  saves  Mr. 
I'alrymple  from  hiring  and  feeding  000 
men  a  da  v. 


Here  are  some  of  tho   curiosities   oi 
newspaper  statistics,  drawn  from  the 
newspaper  directory  of  tJeo.  P.  Powell 
&Co.,  just  issued  from  the  press:  There 
are  TOO  religious  and  denominational 
newspapers  published   in    the    I'nited 
States,  and  nearly  one-thini  ot  them 
are  printed  in  New  York,  Philadelnhi.a, 
Boston  and  Chicago.    New  York  is  far 
ahead  in    this    respect,    but    Chicago 
leads  Boston.    Three  newspaper's  are 
devoted  to  the  silkworm,  six    to    the 
honey  bee,  and  not  less    than    thirty- 
two  to  poultry.    The   dentists    have 
eighteen  journals,  the   phonographors 
nine,  and  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  blind 
nineteen.  There  are  three  publications 
exclusively  devoted  to  philately,   and 
one  to  the   terpsichorean    art.   .The 
prohibitionists  have  129    organs   to 
the  liquor  dealers'  eight.    The  woman 
suffragists  have  seven,  the  candy  mak- 
ers three.    Gastronomy  is  represented 
by  three  papers,  gas  by  two.    There 
are  about  600  newspapers  printed^n 
German,    and    forty-two    in  French. 
The  towns  which  have    most   French 
periodicals    are  New    York,  New  Or- 
leans,  and   Wochesrer,     Mass.— four 
apiece.  There  are  more  Swedish  prints 
than  French.    Two  daily  newspapers 
are  printed  in  the  Bohemian  tongue. 
There  is  one    Gaelic  publication,   one 
Hebrew,  one  Chinese,  and  one  ia  the 
CharokM  langui^.

Bknate.— On  motion  of  Mr.  Hawyer  pn- 
vato  pension  bills  were  taken  up. 

Mr.  Cockrell  insisted  on  having  the  re- 
ports read  in  a  number  of  the  cases,  and  had 
some  of  the  bills  that  hocoiisidorod  of  doubt- 
ful propriety  postponed.  In  a  short  de- 
bate on  one  of  the  bills  covering  a  case  that 
had  been  rejected  by  tho  peuHion  office,  Mr. 

Cockrell  said  tho  chief  of  the  divisi who 

had  rejected  so  plain  and  well  proven  a 
case,  ought  to  be  tliscbnrged  from  the  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States. 

Hoi!HK— Several  senate  amendments  to 
the  D'ngley  shipping  bill  were  non-con- 
jiirred  in,  including  that  of  Seniitor 
Frye  ruthorizing  tho  president  to  retaliate 
on  Canada  tor  such  arts  ns  the  seiz- 
ure of  American  vessels.  Bills  were  in- 
troduced to  consolidate  customs  districts; 
to  revive  the  income  tax  for  the  pnyiiient 
uf  pensions,  and  to  di.stributo  the  surplus 
ill  the  treasury  for  educational  pur|iosos. 
The  bill  to  tax  bogus  butter  was  dis- 
cussed. 

Bk.natk.— Tho  commlsslonor  of  pensions 
was  the  subject  of  a  lively  and  bitter  de- 
bate in  the  senate,  and  was  pronounced  an 
impostor  bv  Mr.  Inijails. 

Mr.  Voorhees  defended  Commissioner 
Black  with  much  warmth  and  earnestness. 
Tho  president  sent  two  more  mes- 
sages to  congress  vetoing  pension 
bills,  and  they  are  liable  to  create  another 
discussion  at  any  time.  A  good  deal  of 
feeling  is  being  awakened  by  these  vetoes, 
especially  those  which  refer  to  cases  which 
have  once  been  rejected  at  the  pension  of- 
tice,  and  it  is  believed  that  nearly  all  of 
these  vetoes  will  Ijc  passed  over  the  presi- 
dent's head. 

The  bill  to  secure  the  appointment  of 
Lieut,  Cireely,  of  Arctic  fame,  as  adjutant 
general  of  the  army,  with  the  rank  of  major 
of  crtvalry,  was  indefinitr-ly  postponed. 
The  Atlantic  A-  Pacific  railroad  grant  for- 
feiture bill  passed.  The  bill  increasing  the 
pensions  of  soldiers  and  sailors  who  have 
lost  an  arm  or  leg  passed. 

House.— The  Hivrrison  bill  for  the  ad- 
mission of  South  Dakota  was  reported  ad- 
versely, and  the  Springer  bill  to  admit  the 
whole  territory  was  reported  favorably. 
Tho  greaterpart  of  the  day  was  devoted  to 
debate  on  the  bill  to  tax  oleomargarine, 
which  wascontinucfl  at  ivn  evening  session. 
Mr.  Henderson  (Iowa)  said:  The  farmers 
had  to  get  f.air  play  in  this  chamber, 
and  if  It  were  not  given  it  would  be 
taken.  He  believed  that  there  were  enough 
votes  on  both  sides  ot  tho  house  toprrdect 
the  interest  now  clamoring  for  protection 
without  tlie  help  of  men  who  never  raised 
their  voice  except  to  defend  tho  protection 
tariff.  While  he  had  never  seen  oleomar- 
garine mentioned  in  the  Bible,  Shakspeare 
had  described  the  process  of  manufacture, 
and  he  read  from  Macbeth  the  description 
of  the  concoctions  of  the  witch's  broth. 

Senate:. — Senator  Edmunds  reported 
favorably  from  the  committee  on  foreign 
•elations  the  following  described  bill  of 
Senator  Morgan  ot  Alabama: 

Directing  the  attorney  general  to  bring  a 
suit  in  the  name  of  the  United 
States  in  the  supreme  court  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  against  Ben  Weil, 
or  his  legal  representatives  or  assignees 
to  determine  whether  the  a%ardB  of 
the  Mexican  claims  commision  in  the 
Weil  and  La  Abra  cases  were  pro- 
cured by  fraud,  and  if  so  to  secure  a  judg- 
ment against  tlir  claimants,  their  heirs  and 
assigns  t  o  recover  the  amount  paid .  The  bill 
to  tux  railroad  land  grants  was  briefly  con- 
sidered, when  the  bill  supplementing  and 
amending  the  Chinese  immigration  act  of 
1884  came  up.  It  was,  alter  debate,  post- 
pone<l. 

House. — Another  day  was  spent  on  the 
oleomargarif.e  bill.  Mr.  Hammond  offered 
an  amendment  making  it  unlawful  for  any 
merchant  or  shopkeeper  in  the  District  ol 
Columbia  or  the  territories  to  sell  oleo- 
margarine without  labeling  it  in  a  con- 
spicuous manner,  and  requiring  hotel, 
restaurant  and  boarding  house  keepers 
who  use  oleomargarine  to  place  in  their 
dining  rooms  a  placard  bearing  the  words, 
"This  house  uses  oleomargarine,"  and 
to  have  the  same  words  printed  on  the  bill 
of  fare.  Agreed  to— 02  to  85.  Mr.  Ham- 
mond also  offered  an  amendment  provid- 
ing a  penalty  for  the  violation  of  this  pro- 
vision. Lost— 58  to  109.  Mr.  Dunham 
moved  to  reduce  from  $600  to  $100  the 
special  tax  on  manufacturers  ot  oleomar- 
garine. Mr.  Breckenridge  (Ky.)  denounced 
the  bill.     Adjourned. 

Senate.— "The  senate  had  under  discussion 
the  bill  reported  by  the  committee  on  public 
lands  to  forfeit  that  portion  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  land  grant  from  Wal- 
lula  to  Portland,  over  which  it  is 
understood  the  company  does  not 
not  want  to  build.  Van  Wyck  tried  to 
amend  the  hill  so  us  to  forfeit  all  the  lands 
west  of  Bismarck,  with  the  exception  of  the 
right  ot  way,  but  withdrew  it  and  substi- 
tuted a  modified  amendment.  Before  any 
action  was  taken  under  the  amendment 
the  regular  order— the  eulogies  on  the  late 
Senator  Miller — was  taken  up. 

House. — Wednesday  was   spent    in    filli- 
bustering  on  the  oleomargarine  bill.     This 
factious  opposition  was  indulged  in  because 
the  friends  of  the  measure  would   not    per- 
mit any  reduction  to  be  made  in    the  spec- 
ial tax  rates  imposed,  which  in   the  case  of 
manufacturers  of  oleomargarine  arc    fixed 
at   ffiOO    per    annum.     The     opposition 
claim    that   these    rates    as    well  ns    the 
tax  ot  10  cents  per  pound,  are  excessive 
ami  unjust,  and  are  prescribed  to  rlestroy 
the  industry  in  the  special  intcrestotdairy- 
j  men.    Many  opponents  of  the  measure  are 
{  willing  that  the  manufacturers   shall    be 
I  placed  under   federal  law    and  regulation, 
but    will    not    consent   that   a  law  shall 
j  be    made   that   will  entirely   suppress  it. 
Representative  Breckinridge  of  Kentucky 
reported  favorably  from  the  committee  on 
ways  and  means  a  bill  to  provide: 
I      Manufactured  tobacco,  snuff  and  cigars 
■  may  be   removed  for  export  to   a  foreign 
I  country  without  payment  of  the  tax  under 
j  such  regulations  as  the  commissioner  of  in- 
I  ternal  revenue  shall  prescribe.     The  bill  al- 
'  BO   repeals  section   3151,  of    the    R<;visod 
Statutes,  authorizing  the  appointment   of 
;  one  or  more  inspector  of  cigars  in  each  col- 
I  lection  district,  to  receive  as  compensation 
such  fees  from  manufacturers  as  the  coni- 
;  missioner  of  internal   revenues  may   pre- 
!  icribe. 

I     Sk.natk.- Thebi  11  to  forfeit  the  land  grant 
of  the  Northern  Pacific  railroad  from  Port- 
land to  Wallula  created  a  good  deal  of  in- 
terest in  the  senate,  and  the  amendment  of 
Senator  Van  Wyck   to  include  in   the   for- 
feiture seventy-live  miles    over  the  the  C'as- 
caile  mountains  awakened  an    antagonism 
I  that  will   probably   defeat   the  bill.     Sen- 
ator     Edm  unds     intimated       that     the 
bill  would    never  pass  with  that  provision 
in   it,    and    said    that    the    remaining  six 
I  weeks     of     this     session     were    not    long 
,  enough  for  that  jiurjiose.    Some  of  the  sen- 
ators hold  that  the  Van  Wyck  amendment 
;  confirms    to    the    Northern    Pacific  all  of 
j  the  land    it     now     holds,     except    those 
!  includeil  within  the  provision,   and  there- 
fore    they     object     to    it.      Other   sena-

Mr.  Hiscock  (N.  Y.)  said:  All  the  wit,  the 
invective,  the  filibustering  of  the  bull-but- 
ter men,  the  hog-fat  butter  men,  the  soap- 
jiense  butter  men,  could  not  drive  the 
farmer  out  of  court.  The  agricultural  and 
dairyman  was  here,  and  lie  hoped  and  be- 
lieved to  stay  until  he  had  action  on  this 
bill.  The  committee  on  agricplture,  after 
consultation  with  the  friends  of  the 
measure,  had  unanimously  reported  the 
bill  and  the  friends  of  this  legislation  are 
pledged  to  it.  Whenever  the  committee  on 
agriculture  saw  fit  to  change  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  bill,  he  would  vote  for  it, 
but  he  proposed,  for  one,  to  stand  by  this 
tatll.

After  ar- 
guments by  counsel  and  the  charge  by  the 
recordi^r  the  jur.v  retired,  and  after 
seventy  minutes  returned  with  a  verdict  of 
guilty  for  all  three  of  the  prisoners,  but 
recoiiimendinc  Schenck  to  the  mercy  of  the 
court.  They  were  at  once  conducted  to 
tho  prison  van  in  waiting  rloso  by.  A  big 
crowd  was  .awaiting.  As  Most  was  enter- 
ing tho  van  a  man  threw  out  to  him  a  hmg 
round  parcel,  but  was  hustled  away.  He 
ran  around  the  van  and  again  attempted 
to  got  the  parcel  to  M.rst.  He  was  this 
time  most  effectually  repulsed.  A  motion 
for  a  new  trial  will  be  heard  shortly.

She 
has  some  beautiful  silver  and  a  good 
deal  of  heavy  cut-glass;  and  among 
the  family  treasures  is  a  bedquilt 
made  from  pieces  of  "Lady  Washing- 
tonn's"  gowns.  A  few  days  ago  a 
visitor  in  Washington  bought  the 
silver  bowl  from  which  George  Wash- 
ington was  christened.  It  has  a  square 
stand  and  is  of  the  heavy,  plain  old 
silver,  that  is  very  handsome.  The 
only  ornamentation  is  a  beaded  edge, 
and  the  engraved  letter  W,  surround- 
ed by  a  wreath. 

It  seems  very  sad  that  family  plate, 
and  especially  the  plate  of  the  Wash 
Ington  family,   should 
market  in  this  way.

Professor  Shelton,  of  the  Kansas 
Agricultural  College,  has  experimented 
with  reference  to  the  effect  of  warm 
water  as  drink  upon  cows  with  refer- 
ence to  their  giving  milk.  He  finds 
the  two  following  milkings  are  an  in- 
crease of  from  10  to  40  per  cent  above 
that  of  the  days  when  the  supply  was 
directly  from  the  open  welj.

A  gentleman  writes  from  Odessa,  Russia, 
under  date  of  May  11,  ns  follows:  "Per- 
haps it  may  interest  some  of  your  readers 
to  hear  that  the  winter  wheat  crop  of 
South  Ru.ssia  is  almost  a  total  f.ailure.  In 
many  sections  of  the  governments  ol  Klew 
and  Podolia  the  fields  of  winter  wheat 
have  been  plowed  again  and  the  ground 
seeded  to  spring  wheat.  On  tho  whole,  the 
spring  weather  has  been  very  favorable 
and  the  prospects  for  a  good  grass  crop 
have  seldom  been  better.  For  spring  seed- 
ing the  weather  has  also  lately  been  every- 
thing that  could  bedesired.  To  judge  from 
present  prospects  the  harvest  will  be  a  lit- 
tle later  than  usual.

Some 
had  a  rod  cross  on  either  end,  while  others 
bore  tho  letter  "F"  of  large  size  in  black 
ptiut  The  porters  who  carried  them  acted 
as  if  they  were  heavy,  and  the  looks  of  the 
collection  stiggcsted  that  lomebody  had 
come  to  the  White  House  to  stay.

Death  of  John  Kelly  of  Now  York. 

Tammany  H.all's  great  chieftain,  John 
Kelly,  died  at  his  residence  in  .New  York 
city  T  ucsday  the  Ist.  While  hisdeatli  wa 
not  sudden,  it  wascntirely  unexpected,  and 
the  announcement  shocked  everyone.  For 
over  a  year  Mr.  Kelly  has  been  aiting,  and 
the  newspapers  liavechrijiiicled  tlie  various 
stages  of  his  disease  from  day  to  day;  but 
recently  there  had  been  an  iiuprosHion  that 
the  gre.it  democratic  leader  was  regaining 
his  usual  health.  Ever  since  the  ju-esidcn- 
tial  campaign  of  ISSi,  Mr.  Kelly  h,%s  suf^ 
fered  from  nervous  prostration  and  insom- 
nia, which  has  been  aggravated  by  chronic 
dyspepsia. 

Reverend  Fathers  Clarksonand  Meagncr, 
of  the  Dominican  order,  wcresummoned  td 
the  bedside  and  the  last  rites  of  the  church 
of  which  Mr.  Kelly  was  a  member  were  per- 
formed. His  wife,  a  niece  of  the  lite 
Cardinal  McCloskey,  son  and  daughter,  his 
wife's  sister.  Miss  Millin,  and  his  niece, 
knelt  with  the  clergymen  at  the  dying 
man's  bedside.  There  were  no  convulsions 
or  other  manifestations  of  suffering,  and 
the  clergymen  present  declare  they  never 
witnessed  a  ha^ppier  death.  About  the 
last  thing  Mr.  Kelly  said  was  this  remark 
to  his  wife  and  the  clergyman:  "I  have 
tried  to  live  the  lile  of  a  good  Catholic-  I 
hope  I  shall  die  one.  I  want  to  be  buried 
as  one." 

Mr.  Kelly  was  married  twice.  His  two 
children  by  his  first  wife  are  buried  in 
Calvary.  A  son  John,  aged  seven,  and  a 
daughter  Josephine,  aged  nine,  the  issue  ol 
the  second  marriage,  survives  him.  His 
career  as  a  public  man  and  politician  is 
well  known,  and  his  honesty  and  fidelity 
as  a  public  officer  has  always  been  ad 
mitted.

AN  OPIUM   KATBR'S  STORY;

The  Church  of  th«    CapiivhiiiH    and     the 
KiirUl  I'liice  lt«u«ath  It.

Some  things  are  done  in  Rome  in  a 
way  that  wouhl  seem  strange  enough 
to  the  good  people  of  other  countries. 
Let  me  give  you  an  instance.  At  the 
end  of  the  Vis  Capuccini  stands  the 
little  old  church  of  the  Capuchin 
Monks,  a  church  of  plain  exterior,  but 
rich  within  with  marbles  and  paint- 
ines.  Here  is  tho  celebrated  St. 
Michael,  by  Guido,  a  figure  known  in 
every  Christian  land  by  the  aid  of  en- 
graving and  photography.  But  it  is 
not  of  St.  Michael  that  I  wish  to  tell 
you;  it  is  of  the  good  brethren  of  the 
Capuchin  oi'der  that  are  now  with 
the  saints,  we  trust.  Under  this 
church  is  their  burial  place,  and  their 
places  of  resurrection,  too— a  tempor- 
ary resurrection  before  the  final  one. 
To  see  that  this  is  properly  done  is 
tho  duty  of  the  living  lueinbcrs,  not 
merely  their  burying,  but  their  rising 
again,  to  bo  clad  in  their  monkish 
garb  and  placed  in  tho  niche  to  which 
tliey  are  entitleti  according  to  date 
and  regularly  established  order. 

When  in  the  church  go  to  the  left 
hand  corner  near  the  great  altar  and 
by  a  high  railing  that  shuts  you  from 
the  only  dimly-lighted  side  chapels 
you  will  see  a  bell-rope,  pull  it.  Not 
always  a  safe  thing  to  do,  but  here 
entirely  so.  Soon  will  appear  behind 
tho  railing  a  snuff  colored  old  gentle- 
man-little black  cap  like  a  bowl, 
fitting  tightly  to  the  back  of  his  head, 
feet  in  sandals,  all  tho  rest  of  him 
enshrouded  in  dingy  brown — ask  to 
see  the  cemetery  of  the  brethren  and 
he  will  bid  you  meet  him  at  the  side 
basement  door  outside  of  the  church; 
here  after  waiting  a  few  minutes,  you 
will  hear  the  key  rattling  in  a  lock 
venerable  with  tho  dust  of  ages;  the 
door  opens,  the  monk  steps  aside  and 
you  pass  in  and  down  a  long  narrow 
stairway  into  a  long  corridor,  from 
which  opens  a  series  of  rooms. 
These  rooms  are  small  burial  plats. 
The  Moor  is  soft  brown  earth 
and  as  smooth  ai  a  Hoor,  with 
rows  of  cypress  twigs  planted  at 
the  head  of  the  many  graves.  All  the 
furniture  and  adornments  of  the-o 
rooms  arc  made  of  human  bones — 
bones  of  departed  Capuchins.  Tho 
candelabrum  hancing  in  each  room  is 
from  head,  finger  and  arm  bonos.  Any- 
one who  has  visiteil  anaisenal  will  re- 
member how  sabers,  bayonets,  pistols 
and  the  various  implements  of  de- 
struction are  woven  into,  decorative 
wall  de.siiiiis,  rosettes,  stars  and  tho 
like.  Let  him  but  imagine  human 
bones  so  used  and  ho  may  call  up  a 
picture  of  the  ghastly  mural  decora- 
tions ofthis  strange  place,  where  scarce 
a  space  on  either  wall  or  ceiling  is  not 
embossed  with  some  tasteful  design 
constructed  from  the  three  hundred 
and  odd  bones  that  go  to  the  making 
of  our  .anatomy.  .\ny  one  who  doubts 
the  picturesque  and  decorative  quali- 
ties latent  in  a  human  skeleton  should 
visit  the  cemetery  of  the  Capuchins. 

Every  alcove  or  niche,  and  they  are 
many,  is  occupied  by  the  skeleton  of 
a  long  since  departed  Capuchin,  dress- 
ed in  the  grab  of  the  order,  their  cowls 
falling  over  the  grim  skull.  The  effect 
is  heightened  by  scraps  of  hair  and 
beard  still  clinging  to  the  skull  and 
jaws.  The  order  of  promotion,  or  ro- 
tation is  as  follows:  Should  one  of 
tho  brethren  die,  thegroutid  beingfull, 
then  tho  one  who  has  been  the  longest 
time  m  the  ground  is  taken  up  and 
dressed,  and  the  brother  who  is  the 
oldest  occupant  of  a  niche  has  to  give 
way  to  the  new-comer,  who  takes  his 
place  in  the  niche,  the  old  one  being 
dismantled  and  his  bones  distributed 
among  the  thousands  that  go  to  the 
wall  building  and  decoration  of  the 
place.  He  has  had  his  day,  and  has 
thus  suddenly  been  merged  in  tho  gen- 
eral whole. 

Many  of  the  skeleton  statues  ho1<l 
between  their  bony  fingers  a  card  on 
which  is  written  name  and  date.  Some, 
if  they  state  the  truth,  have  been  so 
held  for  more  than  a  century. 

These  rooms,  while  not  altogether 
cheerful,  yet  are  so  grotesque  and  so 
decorative  in  their  furniture  and 
upholstery  that  the  impression  made 
is  by  no  means  so  awesome  as  one 
would  suppose;  and,  strange  to  say, 
there  is  no  charnel  house  odor  about 
them.  This  is  explained  by  the  fact 
that  the  ground  in  which  the  monks 
lie  buried  is  holy  earth  bi ought  from 
Jerusalem,  and  that  it  absorbs  all  the 
impurities  that  might  otherwiseprove 
offensive.  If  this  be  really  so,  there 
are  other  parts  of  Rome  that  should 
be  sprinkled  with  a  little  of  it. 

As  you  pass  from  these  dimly-lighted 
chambers  of  death  to  the  light  of  day. 
a  small  coin  dropped  in  the  hand  of 
the  good  brother  at  the  door  will  not 
be  taken  amiss,  nor  areyou  likely  ever 
to  regret  either  the  time  or  money 
given  for  so  rare  an  experience. 

Civil  Engineer  Walter  Watson  has 
examined  the  broken  dam  at  Mud 
Pond,  East  Lee,  Mass.,  the  bursting  of 
which  cost  the  hamlet  $200,000  and 
seven  lives.  He  found  that  the  dam 
was  built  upon  a  mud  bottom,  with- 
out any  foundation,  and  that  the 
boulder  wall,  which  was  the  only  ele- 
ment ofsubstantiality  in  the  miserable 
structure,  was  only  five  and  one-half 
feet  thick  at  the  bottom  andthreefeet 
thick  at  the  top.  Mr.  Watson  says 
that  his  only  wonder  is  that  the  dam 
did  not  give  away  years  ago. 

The  most  impressive  indication  of 
the  hard  times  in  England  is  the  fact 
that  its  intoxicating  drinks  bill  fell  off 
over  $15,000,000  last  year  as  com- 
pared with  1884.

H.  C.  Wilson,  of  Ijoveland,  0.,  for- 
merly with  March,  Harwood  &  Co., 
manufacturing  chemists  of  St.  Louis, 
and  of  the  well  known  firm  of  H.  C. 

Co.,  chemists,  formerly  of 
this  city,  gave  our  rei)orter  yesterday 
a  bit  of  thrilling  personal  experience 
in  this  line. 

"I  have  crawled  over  red  hot  bars 
of  iron  and  coals  of  fire,"  ho  said,  "in 
my  agony  during  an  opium  frenzy.

Queen  Victorla'.s  Horses.

The  homo 
of  the  breed  for  a  very  long  period  has 
been  at  Herrenhauf  en,  a  country  resi- 
dence lying  a  couple  of  miles  out-lido 
of  the  Hanoverian  capital.  There 
may  be  seen  to  this  day  a  stud  of 
some  twenty  or  thirty  oi  these  fine 
animals,  kept  by  the  Prussian  govern- 
ment on  behalf  of  the  exhiled  Duke  of 
Cumberland,  out  of  the  revenues  of  his 
confiscated  estate.  The  breed  has  so 
long  been  carefully  kept  pure  that  it 
is  rare  (so  say  the  attendants)  for 
anything  but  a  cream-colored  foal  to 
be  produced.  In  Hanover,  on  state 
occasions,  the  king's  carriage  was  ac- 
customed to  be  drawn  by  the  creams, 
while  the  queen  sat  behind  a  team  of 
bays.  If  the  account  of  the  stable  au- 
thorities may  be  believed,  the  foot- 
men who  walk  at  tho  head  of  e.ach  an- 
imal are  not  merely  ornamental.  E.x- 
cept  on  state  occasions  the.se  horses 
never  leave  the  stable,  and  they  are 
kept  in  such  a  gross  condition  that 
they  need  to  be  watched  lest  they 
should  suddenly  give  way  to  a  desire 
for  instant  repose,  and  thereby  dis- 
turb the  stately  progress  of  the  queen's 
cortege." 

'  Fourteen  hundred  black  fish  were 
driven  ashore  by  men  in  boats  at  Wood 
End,  Provincetown.

The  treasurer  then  submitted  his  report, 
which  was  as  follows:

188(5, 
for  missions  in  Minnesota,  §4,105.72;  for 
expenses  of  council,  $321.07;  for  support 
of  aged  and  infirm  clergy,  $2,231.70;  total 
collections.  $(5,748.55;  expended  for  mis- 
sions, $3,008.33;  for  printing,  $240.02; 
for  aged  and  infirm  clergy.  $1,(531.10; 
total  expenditures.  $0,279.35;  balance  on 
hand,  $479.20.  This  report  was  submit- 
ted to  committee  on  finance. 
ASSISTANT  nmiiop. 
The  committee  on  the  appointment  of 
assistant  bishop  recommended  that  at 
least  $15,000  be  raised  for  the  endow- 
ment of  the  proposed  bishopric,  before  any 
further  steps  shou  hi  betaken  in  the  matter. 
A  statement  was  made  showing  that  tho 
sum  of  $9,700  had  already  been 
pleged  by  four  churches,  namely,  St. 
Paul's,  St.  Paul.  $4,00(1;  Christ,  St.  Paul, 
$3,000;  St.  Mark's,  Minneapolis,  $1,200; 
Cathedral  ol  our  Merciful  Saviour,  Fari- 
bault, $1,500.  The  amount  still  to  lie 
raised,  therefore,  was  $5,300.  liespouses 
were  made  from  various  churches,  ami  in- 
dividuals, and  finally  it  was  announced 
that  the  amount  had  been  made  up  to 
$1.'5,315. 

Rev.  Mr.  Wells,  of  the  committee,  then 
presented  resolutions — 

Rehearsing  the  fact  that  the  bishop  has 
repeatedly  called  attention  to  the  need  tor 
increased  episcopal  supervision  in  this  dio- 
cese; deploring  the  i)hyBical  causes  which 
have  rendered  the  election  of  an  assistant 
bishop  advisable;  recognizing  the  eminent 
and  earnest  services  of  Bishop  Whipple; 
and  finally  declaring  that  the  convention 
shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  an  assist- 
ant bishop. 
The  report  was  adi  pt-d  by  a  rising  vote. 
The  roll  was  then  called  and  each  dele- 
gate came  forward  and  deposited  his  vote, 
the  ballots  of  the  clerical  and  lay  delegates 
being  taken  separately.  As  the  result  ol 
the  fourth  ballot  the  Rev.  .M.  N.  Gilbert  ol 
St.  Paul  was  elected.  The  ballot  stood  as 
follows:

The  Rev.   Mahlon  N.   Gilbert,   assistant 
bishop-elect  of  Minncs.ita,  is  tho  esteemed 
rector  of  Christ  church    in    St.   Paul.    Al- 
though a  comparatively  young  man,  he  is 
believed  to  be  amply  endowed  with  qualifi- 
cations fitting  him  for  the  high  and  respon- 
sible position  in  the  church    which   he    has 
attained.    He  is  regarded  througl.out  the 
diocese  as  one  of  the  most  brilliant  and 
eloquent  preachers  in   the  church,   and  is 
also  an  energetic  and  thoroughly    eiirnest 
worker.     He  was  born   in   Otsego  county, 
N.    Y.,     and     is      thirty-eight     years     of 
age.    During  his  early    years    his  parents 
moved      to     Morris,     N.    Y.,     wliero     for 
a    time    he    had   for   his   rector    the  Rev. 
Dr.  Tuttle,  now  bishop  of   Utah.     Mr.  Gil- 
bert was  matriculated  at  Hobart  college  in 
the   class   of   1870,   and  after  finishing  his 
course  there  became  a  student  of   theology 
at  tho  Suabury  divinity  school,  Faribault, 
where  he  graduated  in  1875.     Art<?r  receiv- 
ing   orders    he    went  to    Montana,   where 
he  had   under    his    charge    a    large    mis- 
sionary  field.      Subsequently     he    became 
rector  of  the  parish  at  Helena,  and  lliero 
he  remained  until  called  to  Christcliurchin 
1881.    His  work  in  St.  Paul  has  been  pro- 
ductive of  fine  results,   embracing  the  es- 
tablishment of  two  mission  cliurches,  one  in 
the  W'est  Seventh  street  district,  St.  I'aul, 
and   the    other    at    Merriam     Park.     His 
ability    has    been     generally      recognized 
throughout  the  American  church,    and    he 
has  been  called  upon  to    preach  the    occa- 
sional  sermon    in    connection  with   iiniiiy 
special  events.     Uo    was  sent  as  a  delogato 
in  the  lastgeneral  convention  of  the  idiurch, 
as    an    alternate    of    Dr.     Knickorliocker.

The  members  ot  the  G.  A.  R.  in  camp  at 
Lake  City,  had  an  enjoyable  time.  In  ad- 
dition to  amusements,  etc.,  they  heard 
speeches  from  Gov.  Rusk  of  Wisconsin,  A. 
R.  McGill,  Gov.  Hubbard,  J.  Donnelly,  and 
others.

A  digest  of  the  statistical  informa' 
tion  contained  in  it  has  already  been  giv" 
en.  In  his  prefatory  comments  the  com- 
missioner says  that  for  fourteen  years  the 
companies  have  done  business  at  a  profit 
not  exceeding  7  per  cent  of  the  premiums 
paid,  which  is  little  enough.  The  public 
should  remember  that  it  must  pay  the 
losses,  and  that  the  companies  are  merely 
the  disbursing  and  collection  agents,  and 
the  sooner  the  people  learn  that  fact  the 
more  care  will  be  taken  in  protection  from 
fire,  and  a  reduction  of  rates  will  follow. 
The  companieo,  he  observes,  are  paying 
more  attention  to  the  inspection  of  their  j 
risks,  and  seem  to  have  less  desire  to  write  | 
many  risks  regardless  of  the  hazard.  He  > 
mentions  the  fact  that  no  one  in  Minne- 
sota has  lost  a  dollar  by  failure  or  with- 
drawal of  companies  since  the  present  in- 
surance law  went  into  effect.  This,  he 
thinks,  is  evidence  that  the  present  in- 
Biuuaco  laws  of  the  state  are  euuple  and 
io  aot  oMd  amendmeqt. 


Jim  Foster  and  Old  Bennett. 

Deadwood  Letter  to  New  York  Sun. 

At  the  Drum  a  few  days  ago  some  of 
tho  pionfjers  of  the  Black  Hills  were 
talking  about  the  old  tinoers,  when 
one  of  them  said:  "But  nobody  ever 
found  out  what  became  of  Jim  Fos- 
ter." 

"No,  nobody  ever  heard  from  him,' 
said  half  a  dozen  at  once,  and  the 
the  crowd  became  reflective,  as  if  won- 
dering what  had  happened  to  Jim. 
After  a  few  minutes'  sifence,  one  man 
said  that  Jim  Poster  was  a  good  fel- 
low, but  tliat  he  ought  to  have  been 
hanged  all  the  same,  and  others  ob- 
served that  he  would  have  been  hanged 
if  he  liad  been  caught  at  a  certain  pe- 
riod in  his  career. 

At  this  juncture  a  stranger,  who  had 
heard  all  that  liad  been  said,  asked 
what  tliere  was  about  Foster. 

"Oh,  nothing,  much,  was  the  reply 
of  the  first  speaker.  "Jim  was  one  of 
the  l)oys  that  was  first  in  here,  that's 
all,  and  he  went  away  rather  sudden. 
He  never  was  cut  out  for  a  pioneer,  he 
wan't.  He  was  born  for  a  tenderfoot. 
He'd  no  more'u  got  into  the  hills  be- 
fore he  began  to  figure  on  the  best  way 
of  getting  out.  A  more  homesick  chap 
you  never  saw.  He  didn't  seem  to 
pet  along  very  well,  either.  He  was 
out  of  money,  though  nobody  knew  it 
at  first,  and  he  found  that  he  had 
made  a  great  mistake  in  coming  here. 
One  fine  morning  Jim  turned  up  miss- 
ing, and  with  him  a  horse  that  be- 
longed to  a  man  who  believed  in  hav- 
ing somebody  hung  for  every  horse 
that  was  stolen  from  him.  That  was 
the  worst  break  of  Jim's  life.  He  ha<i 
to  skip,  and  he  had  to  steal  a  horse, 
but  he  didn't  have  to  steal  one  of  old 
Bennett's  horses.  Well,  they  went 
after  him  hot,  and  he  got  away  and 
wasn't  heard  from.  We've  often  talk- 
ed about  him,  because  there  wasn't  so 
many  of  us  then  that  we'd  be  likely  to 
forget  anybody,  and  he  was  a  good 
chap,  take  him  all  and  all." 

"'Phe  funniest  thing  about  the  whole 
business,  though,''  said  another,  "was 
the  fact  that  for  two  or  three  years 
everything  that  went  wrong  in  the 
camp  was  charged  up  to  Jim.  If  there 
was  stealing  which  nobody  could  ac- 
count for,  it  was  laid  on  him,  and 
there  was  a  time  when,  if  he  had 
shown  up  here,  he  would  have  pulled 
hemp  sure.  He's  the  first  man  that 
ever  got  away  from  old  Bennett.  I 
think.  I've  known  Bennett  to  follow 
fellows  more  than  1,000  miles,  and 
it  never  made  any  difference  to  him 
whether  they  were  generally  square 
men  or  not.  He'd  let  a  man  starve, 
and  then  if  he  stole  a  ration  he'd  hang 
him.  His  heart  was  harder  than 
quartz." 

"Well  now,"  said  the  stranger,  "I 
happen  to  know  something  about  this 
case.  Poster  stole  that  hor.se  because 
he  had  to  get  out  of  the  country  or 
die.  He  cut  across  the  country  for 
Pierre  and  rode  day  and  night  until 
he  got  there— a  trip  that  was  not  a 
promenade  in  those  days.  When  he 
got  there  he  sold  the  horse  for 
a  small  sum,  and  by  beating  and 
working  he  managed  in  about  six  weeks 
to  get  to  his  home  in  Michigan.  His 
father  was  well  off,  and  as  he  died 
soon  after  he  left  Jim  a  good  business, 
which  he  attended  to  right  up  to  the 
handle.  Nobody  there Icnew anything 
about  his  horse  stealing  in  the  hills, 
and  he  soon  became  a  man  of  consid- 
erable prominence.  He  married  one 
of  the  prettiest  girls  in  the  town,  Duilt 
himself  a  new  house,  and  was  living  in 
fine  style,  whon  an  old  man  who  said 
he  was  frOm  thq  Black  Hills  arrived 
there  with  an  officer,  and  notified  the 
City  Marshal  that  he  wanted  him  for 
horse  stealing.  He  had  been  on  his 
trail  for  more  than  two  years,  and 
had  found  him  at  last.  The  Marshal 
was  a  friend  of  Jim's,  and  a  level- 
headed fellow,  and  at  his  earnest  sug- 
gestion Bennett  agreed  to  keep  the  ob- 
ject of  his  visit  quiet  until  he  had  seen 
Jim  at  his  home.  That  night  the 
Marshal  and  old  Bennett  called  on  J  im , 
and  the  whole  thing  was  talked  over. 
The  old  man  at  first  refused  all  offers 
of  a  compromise,  but  after  ho  had 
seen  Jim's  wife  he  wilted,  and  said  he 
would  call  the  thing  square  and  leave  it 
where  it  was.

"Perhaps  I'm  some  other  Jim  Pos- 
ter; then,  '  observed  the  stranger,  as 
he  removed  his  hat,  and  looked  the 
crowd  steadily  in  the  eyes.  I'm  the 
man  who  stole  the  horse." 

The  old-timers  were  speechless  for  a

Those  Who  Own  Property. 

It  is  discouraging  to  soo  what  ignor- 
ant statements  these  agitators  pass  off 
with  effect  upon  their  hearers.

Come  to  follow  up  the  inquiry 
it  would  lead  to  interesting  results  to 
find  how  many  people  have  nothing 
and  why  they  haven't  something.  Of 
course  th  -re  are  unfortunates  every- 
where, but  this  country  offers  the 
best  chance  in  the  world  for  a  man  to 
zet  along  and  start  again  after  once 
he  has  made  a  failure.

Breakfast  over,  his  holiness  enters  his 
study  and  begins  work  on  his  corre- 
spondence;  in  this  he  is  assisted,  not 
as  he  should  be,  according  to  ancient 
usage,   by   one  of    the  private  cham- 
berlains,  but  by  Mgr.  Boccali,  an  old 
friend  whom  he  has  made  his  private 
secretary.    At  U:30  the  secretary  ol 
state     arrives.     Monseigneur      there- 
upon retires,  leaving  t-ardinal  Jacobi- 
ni    with  the  pope.    The  conference  be- 
tween  the  sovereign  pontiff  and  hia 
prime  minister  is  shorl;  and  then  come 
the  audiences,  beginning  with  the  car- 
dinal   prefects    of    the  various  con- 
gregations;  after     them    the    ambas- 
sadors,   then    the    pilgrims    and    the 
public.     These  audiences  over,  he  goes 
to  eat  an  egg,  a  dish  of  meat,  some 
vegetables,      bread     and     good    red 
Bordeaux,  finishing  up  with  a  small 
cup  of  coffee  and  a  glass  of  sherry  or 
Madeira.     At  this    second   breakfast, 
Mgr.  Boccali  or  one  of  the  chamber- 
lains is  present,  but  is  not   at   table. 
With  this  meal  ends  the  first  part    ol 
the  day;  and  as  soon  as  it  is  over,  hia 
holiness  retires  to  his  bedroom  for  afew 
minutes  of  repose.    This   short  siesta 
over,  he  returns  to  work,  to  the  prep- 
aration of  encyclical  letters,  instruc- 
tions   to    representatives    at    foreign 
courts,  etc.,  which  occupy  him  until 
■1:.'10  o'clock,  when  betakes  his  regular 
ride  in  the  Vatican  park  or   gardens, 
in  company  with  a  chamberlain    and 
always  escorted  by  two  of    the  noble 
guard.     When  the  weather  is  too  bad 
for  a  carriage  ride,  the  Pope  walks  in 
the  loggia  of  Kaphael.    Afterward  he 
returns  to  his  de.sk,   and  gives  audi- 
ences to  the  secretaries  of  the  congre- 
gations until  8  o'clock.    He  then  reads 
tor  an  hour,  when  he  sups  as  simply 
as  he    has    breakfasted   finishing  the 
meal  with  a  glass  of  fine  red  wine  from 
some  of  tho  chateaux   in  the  Medoc. 
At  a  little  before  10  he  retires  to   his 
bedroom;  and,   as  a  rule,  no    one  is 
permitted    to    see    him  again    until 
morning.      It    must      be     something 
very  important,  indeed,   that    will  in- 
duce any  of  his  attendants  to  disturb 
him  during  the  night.    No  one   is  per- 
mitted to  enter  except    the  cardinal 
secretary  of  state,   Mgr.   Boccali;  the 
chamberlain  of  the  day,   the    major 
domo,  his  confessor,   the  two  physi- 
cians and  his  valet.     Not  infrequently 
the  Pope  works   on  some  important 
state  paper    until  a  very   late  hour. 
He  is  very  particular  about  his  use  of 
words,   and  his  erasures    and   inter- 
lineations are  numerous.

WHAT  SCIENCE  SAYS;

[In  the  editorial  colunia  of  tho  New  York 
Analyst,  H.  Lansing,  M.  D.,  Editor,  writes 
the  following  beautiful  deseription  of  the 
laboratories  ol  the  human  system.  We 
think  wo  have  ncve^  read  a  finer  or  more 
tustwortby  one.] 

"Man  is  the  greatest  of  all  chemical 
laboratories.  Magnify  the  smallest 
cell  of  the  body  and  what  a  factory  is 
spread  before  tho  eyes;  countless  cham- 
bers iu  which  are  globes  of  airj  maBse-s 
of  solid  matter,  globules  0t  dyirig 
liquid;  a  flash  conies  and  the  whole  is 
consumed  and  needful  heat  Is  carried 
intd  every  part  o!  the  system.  Elec- 
trical forces  also  generate  andarecon- 
veyed  to  the  brain,  the  muscles  and 
the  various  nerve  centers. 

In  another  set  of  a  million  chambers 
we  see  various  gasses  and  vapors. 
By  chemical  action  these  are  changed 
and  purified  in  the  lun|;8  and  skin. 
The  blood  we  often  say  is  a  great  liv- 
ing river.  In  its  current  are  masses 
which  the  air  in  the  lungs  did  not 
affect:  blocks  of  chalk;  slab  of  tartar; 
pieces  of  bone-ash,  strings  of  albumen) 
drops  of  molasses,  and  lines  of  alcohol. 
Uow  are  these  waste  masses  disposed 
of?  Begin  where  you  will  in  this  great 
stream  you  must  come  to  the  purify- 
ing places  of  the  system.  Here  is  all 
activity  and  an  invisible  force  reach- 
es out  into  tho  stream,  seizes  and 
carries  this  mass  of  waste  into  vast 
trenches,  thence  into  a  smaller  res- 
ervoir, and  finally  into  a  larger  rea-^ 
ervoir,  which  regularly  discharges  its 
contents. 

This  separation  of  lime,  uric  acid 
and  other  waste  material  from  the 
blood  without  robbing  it  of  a  paitielo 
of  the  life  lluid,  passes  human  cmii- 
prehensiou.  In  health  this  blood- 
purify  iiig  process  isranicd  on  without 
our  knowledge.  Tho  oigan.'S  in  which 
it  is  done  are  faithhil  servants  whose 
work  is  silent  as  long  as  health  re- 
mains. 

"People  strangely  wait  until  pain 
strikes  .'1  nerve  before  they  will  realize 
that  they  have  any  trouble.  They  do 
n'ot  know  that  pain  concerns  chiefly 
the  exterior  not  the  interior  of  the 
body.  A  certain  set  of  nerves  con- 
nect these  blood-purifying  organs  with 
the  brain.  They  may  not  gnaw  and 
bite  as  does  the  tooth-ache  or  a 
scratch,  but  they  regularly,  silently 
report.  When  these  organs  are  failing 
these  nerves  indicate  it  by  draw- 
ing the  blood  from  the  face  and  cheek, 
leaving  the  lip  and  eye  blanched,  by 
sending  uric  acid  poison  into  the  small- 
est veins,  the  skin  then  becoming  gray, 
yellow  or  brown.  They  also  prevent 
the  purification  of  the  blood  in  the 
lunga  and  cause  pulmonary  difficul- 
ties, weariness  ami  pain.  Who  enjoys 
perfect  health,  especially  in  this  land 
where  we  burn  the  candle  in  one  mass? 
The  athlete  breaks  down  in  the  race; 
the  editor  falls  at  his  desk;  the  mer- 
chant succumbs  in  his  counting-room. 
These  events  should  not  have  been  un- 
expected for  nature  long  ago  hung  out 
her  "lanterns  of  alarm."  When  the 
"accident"  finally  comes,  its  fatal  ef- 
fect is  seen  in  A  hundred  forms;  qither 
as  congestion,  chronic  weakness,  aS 
wrong  action,  as  variable  appetite,  as 
head  troubles,  as  palpitation  and  ir- 
regularities oi  the  heart,  as  premature 
decay,  as  dryness  and  harshness  of 
the  skin  causing  the  hair  to  drop  out 
or  turn  gray,  as  apoplexy,  as  paralysis, 
as  general  debility,  blood  poisoning, 
etc. 

"Put  no  faith  then  in  the  wiseacre 
\yho  says  there  ia  no  danger  as  long  as 
there  is  no  pain.  Put  no  faith  hi  the 
physician,  whoever  ho  may  be,  who 
says  it  is  a  mere  cold  or  a  slight  indis- 
position. He  knows  little,  if  any, 
more  than  you  do  about  it.  He  can 
neither  see  nor  examine  these  organs 
and  depends  entirely  upon  experi- 
mental tests,  that  you  can  make  as 
well  as  he. 

"If  the  output  Is  discolored  or  mud- 
dy, if  It  contains  albumen,  lymph, 
crystals,  sweet  or  morbid  matter,  is 
i-ed  with  escaped  blood,  or  roily  with 
gravel,  mucus  and  froth,  something 
IS  wrong  and  disease  and  death  ar6 
nojb  far  away. 

"These  organs  whicli  we  have  de- 
scribed thus  at  length,  because  they 
are  really  the  most  important  ones  in 
the  human  system,  the  ones  in  which 
a  large  niajerity  of  human  ailiueuts, 
originate  ahd  are  sustained,  are  thfe 
kidneys.

The  eelery  crop  of  Kalamazoo,  Mich., 
will  be  larfjer  tbte  year  than  ever  be- 
fore. Last  season  Shoot  1,200  acrcj 
were  plantetl  with  this  pleasant  eacu- 
lent.  This  year  the  area  planted  will 
exceed  1,600  acres.  Tho  value  of  this 
crop  to  Kalamazoo  is  cnormotte.  It  is 
estimated  by  those  in  tho  business  that 
it  brought  to  Kalamazoo  last  year  over 
$400,000,  of  which  almost  the  entire 
amount  is  spent  or  invested  at  hOHie. 
The  small  item  of  seed  is  almost  the 
only  expenditure  which  takes  any  of 
tho  money  away  from  the  city.

The  latter  proved  up  in  1859,  and  his 
patent  was  issued  in  that  j-ear,  and  has 
been  lying  in  the  general  land  office  ever 
since.    It  is  signed  by  President  Buchanan. 

Mr.  Denby,  United  States  minister  to 
China,  is  quoted  as  saying  that  Gen.  Wil- 
son, with  American  capital  to  back  him.  is 
prepared  to  build  railroads  in  China  with- 
out cost  to  the  empire.

Alice  Folsom  is  given  the  use,  occupation 
and  income  of  the  farm  and  house  until 
her  children  are  twenty-one.  The  execu- 
tors named  iu  the  will  are  Benjamin  Fol- 
som ol  Buffalo  and  Mrs.  Alice  Folsom.

almost   with   the  same    advantage 
as  in  Iowa,  and  no  thinking  farmer 
will  doubt   for     a    moment,    that 
there  is  no  more   money    in    stock 
than  wheat  raising  at  present  prices 
and  especially  in  raising  cows   and 
making  butter.     Of  course  at  pres- 
ent owing  to  the  poor    quality    of 
butter  (which  in  a  good  many  cases 
would  be  more  properly   designated 
grease)  made  in  this    County,     the 
price  is   necessarily    low    and    the 
merchant  who  buys  it  often     loses 
more  than  his  profit  on    the    goods 
given  exchange,  but  good  ere  imery 
butter  when  once  introduced     will 
always  find  a  ready  sale    at     about 
double  the  price  of  tiie  average  but- 
ter now  shipped  fnuu  this  County, 
consequently  creameries  when  once 
firmly  established  could    pay  from 
fifty  to  seventy  five  per  cent    more 
for  cream  in  cash  than  the   farmer 
now  gets  for  butter    in    exchange, 
and  the  merchant  would  iio  longer 
have  to  take  ill  flayored  butter    in 
exchange  for  goods  at  th^    risk    of 
losing  more  than    he    profits.     At 
the  bejjinning  it  may  not  prove  very 
profitable  to  creameries    owing    to 
the  large  territory  over  which  their 
teams  will  have  to  trav  el  in   order 
to  collect  a  small  amount  of  cream, 
but  when  farmers  once  discover  the 
advantage  in    selling    cream    they 
will  soon  increase  the    number    of 
their  cows  so  as  to  ntake  thecjllec- 
tion  of  cream    less    expensive    A- 
bout  six  years  ago  when  cieameries 
were  introduced  in  Iowa  the   most 
farmers  had  only  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  cows  to  supply  their    family 
with  milk  and  butter,  now   almost 
everyone  has  from  eight  to   twenty 
cows  from  which  he  realizes    from 
twenty  to  sixty    dollars    in    cash, 
each  month  during  the  summer  sea- 
son,   besides    raising    the    calves, 
which  enable  him  to  pay    for    his 
merchandise  in  cash.     Much  more 
may  be  said  in  favor  of  creameries  ' 
but  the  limited  space  in  your  paper 
does  not  permit  any  more    lengthy  i 
discussion.     If  no  other  men  should  i 
venture  to  engage  in  this  enterprise 
it  would  be  to  the    interest    of  the 
merchants  of  the  several  villages  in

The  appearance  of  the  National 
Guard  and  the  police  fwrce  in  proces- 
sion till'  other  day  gives  the  New  York 
papers  occasion  to  rejoice  that  the 
city  has  force  enough  to  put  down  any 
riot  or  ([uell  anj-  disorder.  Uecent 
events  have  excited  unusual  interest 
in  sustaining  a  well  disciplined  militia 
bv  the  states,  and  efforts  are  beina 
made  to  vnlist  the  general  government 
in  the  luatlcr. 


The  National  bankruptcy  bill  isdead 
for  this  session.  The  vote  of  the  sen- 
ate on  striking  out  the  iuvoluuiary 
dausedcstroyed  tl\o interest  Mr.  Hoar, 
nni\  others  who  were  pushing  the 
measure,  had  in  it.  In  mere;«nlilc 
circles,  especially  at  the  ensl,  there  is 
a  strong  demand  for  a  national  act, 
but  a  very  laww  majority  of  the  peo- 
ple i>re»Vi  to  trust  their  resptitivg 
states  to  deal  with  suiii  matters. 


Tolonel  "'Pat"  Donan,  who  h.is  re- 
cently Ihcu  vi>iting  South  Anierir.i, 
Central  America,  and  tiie  West  Indies, 
tells  wonderful  stories  of  the  things 
he  has  seen.  The  famous  star  span- 
yleil  Dakotan  waxes  indignant  at  the 
indilTerence  of  the  I'nited  States  to  the 
possibilities  of  commerce  with  these 
countries.  Many  of  them  have  no  cir- 
culatmg  coinaixe  of  their  own,  but  use 
as  a  circiilatuig  medium  the  coins  of 
several  Enropean  nations. 


]Mary  Anderson  has  sailed  for  Eu- 
rope, along  with  Dr.  Griftin  and  her 
brother  Joseph.  It  looks  as  if  the 
young  lady  had  adopted  England  to  a 
fair  extent,  and  sonje  of  her  friends 
deem  it  netessary  to  deny  a  report 
that  she  will  settle  there,  merely  visit- 
ing tnis  rountry  when  her  exeheiiUer 
needs  replenishiug.  It  is  said  that  her 
recent  visit  to  thl.'^  country  netted 
about  .^100,01)0,  which  is  a  respectable 
Bum  for  K>s3  that  a  year's  work. 


The  1)1  y  tioods  C  hronicio,  of  New 
York,  does  not  take  a  '•blue''  view  of 
the  immediate  futui"e.  t^uite  the  con. 
trary.  In  its  review  of  trade  H  an 
nounces  the  conchisiun.  <ind  gives  tlu 
fact  on  which  it  is  lui.-'ed,  that  "unless 
all  siijns  fail  the  volume  of  trade  foi 
autunm,  lH>iu,  will  be  the  largest  o' 
any  period  since  the  grtfvt  boom  ol 
187<J  and  isso."  U  adds:  'Thert 
■will  be  this  difiference.  however.  Then 
it  was  purely  .•^peiiilative;  this  autunm 
it  will  be  purely  legitimate,  growing 
out  of  the  natural  law  of  supply  and 
demand." 


One  of  the  most  suggest  i  \  e  fact.s  t  o  t  hft 
student  of  popular  government  is  the 
recent  formation  in  many  .\meiican 
cities  of  lawand  other  leagues,  citizens' 
romnnttees,  etc.,  to  secure  an  elliciint 
Hdministrali(;n  of  publi<;  alTairs  or  to 
prevent  misrule  .and  corruption.  Thert 
is  hardly  any  large  municipality  but 
has  had  such  an  organization  soukv 
time  during  the  last  five  years.  Th6 
lost  example  ia  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  of  one  hundred  by  1  lie  cit' 
zens  of  .New  York  assendjied  m  masj 
meeting  "to  unite  in  a  conunon  efTort 
ior  an  honest  reputable  city  Govern- 
ment. 

In  Germany  every  one  who  wishes  to 
practice  law,  or  enter  certain  of  the 
most  important  brant^hes  of  the  pub- 
lic service,  must  study  law  for  at  least 
three  years  at  a  university  and  pass 
two  state  examinations.  (Jneof  these 
examinations  is  to  be  taken  .at,  or 
ehortly  after,  the  closef>f  theacaflemic 
triennium,  and  the  other  at  least  font 
years  after  the  first.  As  a  matter  o' 
fact,  the  first  is  ordinarily  taken  three 
years  and  one-half  after  the  student 
enters  the  university,  and  the  second 
five  years  after  the  tirst,'making  in  al| 
a  preparatory  course  of  eight  and  oub- 
half  years  before  the  stuilent  is  admit- 
ted in  full  standing  to  the  bar. 


The  veracious  Eli  Perkins,  has  been 
Bent  to  Salt  Laket  ity,  ami  after  view- 
ing things,  telegraphs  President  Clevo 
land:  "Mr.  President,  1  liiid  there  are 
about  210,000  Mormons  in  I'tali, 
Idaho  and  Arizona.

Probably  iht 
President  has  heard  of  Eli  and  his- 
lies,  and  therefore  will  not  pay  much 
attention  to  Eli's  talk  about  ths Mor- 
mons. 


Professor  Thurston,  m  the  June 
Forum,  says  of  the  limit  in  speed  of 
ocean  travel  that  a  steamship  800 
feet  long,  of38,000  tons  measurement, 
and  engines  of  250,000  horse  power, 
might  attain  a  speed  of  about  forty- 
eight  miles  an  hour,  and  cross  the  At- 
lantic in  three  days  and  a  half.  Its 
engines,  with  fuel,  would  weigh  IS, 000 
tons,  its  hull  and  appurtenances  12,-

iio  jiossible  to  grant  Ireland  tl  domestic 
legislature  and  inaintuln  the  honbr  and 
consolidate  the  unity  of  the  empire.  A 
government  was  formed,  and  tho  work  was 
at  once  put  in  hand.  You  will  now,  gentle- 
men, iindorijtand  lioW  and  why  It  is  that 
tho  affairs  ol  Jrclnnd,  and  not  for  the  first 
time,  have  thrust  aside  every  other  sub- 
ject and  adjourn  our  hopes  of  useful  and 
projressive  legislation.  As  a  question  ot 
the  lirst  necessities  ot  social  order  it  forces 
itself  into  the  run.  The  Idto  cabinet, 
though  right  in  giving  it  that  place,  were, 
as  we  thought,  wrong  in  their  manner  of 
treating  it.  It  was  our  absolute  duty  on 
taking  tho  government,  if  we  did  not  adopt 
their  method,  to  propose  another. 
Thus,  gentlemen,  it  is  that  this 
great  and  simple  issue  has  come 
iijion  you  and  demands  your  decision. 
Will  you  g<ivorii  Ireland  by  coercion  or  will 
.you  let  Ireland  manage  her  own  affairs'? 
To  debate  in  this  address  this  and  thatdo- 
tail  of  the  lately  ('efeated  bill  would  only 
be  to  disguise  this  issue  and  would  be  as 
futile  as  lo  llisciiss  iho  balking,  stumbling, 
ami  ever-shiftiiii;  and  vanishing  jiroject  of 
an  intermediate  class  which  have  pro- 
ceede<l  from  seceding  Liberals.  There  are 
t»vo  clear,  po»;ilive  an<l  intelligible  plans  be- 
fore the  world.  There  is  the  jilan  of  tho 
govcriiiiH'iit  and  theie  is  the  plan  of  Lord 
S.ilisbury.  tbir  plan  is  that  Ireland  could, 
under  well-considered  conditions,  transact 
herouii  affairs.  His  plan  is  toask  parlia- 
ment to  renew  repressive  taws  and  enforce 
them  .-ibsiiliitely  for  twenty  years,  by  the 
cnii  of  which  time

Irohinil  will  be  fit  to  accept  any  govern- 
ment in  the  way  of  a  loi  a'  government  on 
the  repeal  of  tho  coer<-ioii  laws  you  ma.-y 
wish  to  gi\i'  her.  1  le.i  ve  this  Tory  project 
tn  spi'iik  for  itself  in  its  iinadornedsimplic- 
ity,  and  I  turn  to  the  pro|iosed  policy  ol 
the  government.  Our  opponents,  gentle- 
men, whnt  her  Tories  or  s'-coders,  have  as- 
sumed the  name  of  I'nionisls.  I  deny  them 
t!ie  title  to  it.  In  intention,  indeed,  w-eare 
unionists  alike,  but  the  union  they  refuse 
to  modify  is,  in  its  present  shape,  a  paper 
union,  <irdiiin"d  by  force  and  fraud,  and 
never  sancioiicd  or  accepted  by  the  Irish 
nation.  They  are  not  unionists,  but  paper 
nni>i:iists.  True  unifin  is  to  be  tested  by 
the  sentiments  of  the  human  beings  united. 
Tried  by  this  criterion,  we  have  lees  union 
between  (ireat  r>iilain  and  Ireland 
than  wo  had  under  the  settle- 
ment of  1782.  I'jifranchised  Ire- 
land, gentlemen.  asks  through  her 
lawful  representatives  for  the  revival  other 
domestic  le;iislature — not,  on  the  face  ot  it, 
an  iiinovatiii:;  but  a  restorative  proposal. 
She  nrjies  with  truth  that  the  centraliza- 
tion iif  p.-ii-liaments  has  been  the  division 
of  people;  but  sli'- recognizes  the  fact  that 
ti.e  union,  lawlessly  as  it  was  obtained, 
cannot  and  ought  not  lo  bo  repealed.  She 
is  cont"iit  to  receive  her  legislature  in  a 
form  divested  of  prerogatives  which  might 
have  impaic'^d  her  imperial  interests  and 
bei'ii  better  ailapted  than  the  settlement  ol 
1782  to  secure  to  her  re.;iilar  control  other 
own  affairs.  She  has  not  rejielled,  but  has 
welcomed  the  stipulations  for  the  protec- 
tion of  tl;e  minority.  To  such  provisions 
We  ha  ve  given  and  shall  give  careful  heed, 
but  I  tru4t  Scotland  will  condemn  the  at- 
t'Mnpts  so  singidarly  made  to  import  into 
the  controversy 
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of  religions  bigotry.  Let  her  take  warning 
by  the  deplorable  riots  in  Belfast  and 
other  places  in  the  North.  Among  the 
bi'iK-lits,  gentlemen,  I  anticipate  from  your 
ncceptan:'e  of  iiur  policy,  are  these:  The 
consoiidalion  of  the  united  empire  and 
greater  strength;  the  stoppngeof  the  heavy, 
constant  and  demorlizing  wast.«  ot  the 
public  treasure;  the  abatement  and  grad* 
ual  extinction  of  ignoble  feuds  in  Ireland, 
and  that  developement  of  her  resources 
whidi  expel ience  shows  to  be  a  nat- 
ural consecpioiice  of  free  and  orderly 
government;  the  redemption  of  the  hoii- 
i>r  of  (ireat  Brit>«in  from  the  stigma  fasten- 
ed upon  her  almost  from  time  immorial  in 
respect  to  Ireland  by  the  judgment  of  the 
whole  civil  ize<l  worUl;  and  lastly  the  re- 
storation «if  parliament  to  its  dignity  and 
ellicii-ncy  and  the  regular  progress  ot  the 
business  of  the  country.  Well,  gentlemen, 
the  (ii-st  •iiiestion  I  now  put  to  you  is  how 
shall  Ireland  be  gtiverned'.'  There  is  an- 
other cpiest  ion  behind  it  and  involved  in 
it.  How  are  l-^ngland  and  Scottaiul  to  be 
governed.'  You  know  how,  for  the  last 
six  years  especially,  tho  affairs  of  Fing- 
land  and  Scotland  have  bren  imped- 
ed and  your  imperial  parliament  dis- 
credited and  disaliled.  All  this 
liappcned  while  the  Nstionalists  were  but 
a  small  minority  of  the  Irish  members; 
without  support  from  so  much  as  a  hand- 
ful of  members  not  Irish.  Now  they  ap 
proach  ninety,  and  are  entitled  to  say, 
"We  are  speaking  the  views  of  the  Irish  na- 
tion." It  is  impossible  to  deal  with  thi« 
s'diject  by  half- measures.  They  are  strong 
in  their  numbers,  strongin  British  support 
which  brought  .113  members  to  vote  tot 
their  country,  strongest  of  all  in  th«  sense 
of  lieing  right.  But,  gentlemen,  we  have 
done  our  part,  the  rest  remains  for  you. 
Electors  of  tho  country,  may  you  be  en- 
abled to  see  through  and  cast  away  all  de- 
lusions, rsfuse  evil  and  choose  good.  1 
have  the  honor  to  be,  gentlemen,  you?

The  Tornailo  at  Crookston. 

As  already  reported,  a  heavy  rain  and

The  rate  of  Interest  on  such  redemption  is 
oneand  a  haltper  ceiitfrom  the  tinioof  iinr- 
cliase  by  tho  certificate  holder  to  the  date 
of  redemption.  The  certiticato  holder  will 
also  bo  entitled  to  have  tho  amount  ot 
BubBoi|Uont  taxoB  paid  by  him  aHd^d  to 
tho  amount  ot  his  claim  with  interest  from 
elate  of  payment  yt  such  taxes  to  the  time 
of  redemption.  He  also  announces  that

total  exi>enditures,  $6,279.35;  balance  on 
hand,  $479.20.  This  report  was  eubinit- 
ted  to  committee  on  finance. 

ASSISTANT  niSiiOP. 

The  committee  on  tho  appointment  ol 
assistant  bishop  recommended  that  at 
least  $15,000  be  raised  tor  the  endow- 
ment ot  the  proposed  bishopric,  before  any 
further  stepsshould  betaken  in  the  matter. 
A  statement  waa  made  showing  that  tho 
sum  of  $0,700  had  already  been 
plegcd  by  four  churches,  namely,  St. 
Paul's.  St.  Paul.  $4.00ti;  Christ,  St.  Paid, 
13.000;  St.  Mark's,  Minneapolis,  $1,200; 
Cathedral  ol  our  Merciful  Saviour,  F'ari- 
bault,  $1,500.  The  amount  still  to  be 
raised,  therefore,  was  $5,300.  Responses 
were  made  from  various  churches,  and  in- 
dividuals, and  finally  it  was  announced 
that  the  amount  had  been  made  up  to 
$1.^,316. 

Rev.  Mr.  Wells,  of  the  committee,  then 
presented  resolutiems — 

Rehearsing  the  tact  that  the  bishop  has 
feiieatedly  called  attention  to  the  need  for 
increased  episcopal  supervision  in  this  dio- 
cese; deploring  the  physical  cauees  which 
have  rendered  the  election  ot  an  assistant 
bishop  advisable;  recognizing  the  eminent 
and  earnest  services  of  Bishop  Whipple; 
and  finally  declaring  that  tho  convention 
shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  an  assist- 
ant bishop. 
The  report  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 
The  roll  wjis  then  called  and  each  dele- 
gate came  forward  .and  deposited  his  vote, 
the  balleita  of  tho  clerical  and  lay  eiclegates 
being  taken  separately.  As  the  result  ol 
the  fourth  ballot  the  Rev.  M.  N.  Gilbert  ol 
St.  I'aul  was  elected.  The  ballot  stood  as 
follows:

m.lf.ClLBMItT.  wait  on    the    as- 

sistant bishop-elect  and  Inform  him  of  hip 
election. 

The  Rev.  Maldon  N.  Gilbert,  assistant 
bishop-elect  ot  Minnesota,  is  the  esteemed 
rector  ot  Christ  church  in  St.  Paul.  Al- 
though a  comparatively  young  man,  he  is 
believed  to  be  amply  enelowed  with  qualifi- 
cations fitting  him  for  the  high  and  respon- 
sible position  in  the  church  which  ho  has 
attained.  Ho  is  regarded  throughout  the 
diocese  as  one  of  the  most  brilliant  and 
eloquent  preachers  in  the  church,  and  is 
also  an  energetic  and  thoroughly  earnest 
worker.  Ho  waa  born  in  Otsego  county, 
N.  Y..  and  is  thirty-eight  years  of 
age.  During  his  early  years  his  parents 
moved  to  Morris,  N.  Y..  where  for 
a  time  he  had  for  bis  rector  tho  Rev. 
Dr.  Tattle,  now  bishop  ot  Utah.  Mr.  fiil- 
bert  was  matriculated  at  Heibart  college  in 
the  class  of  1870,  antl  after  finishing  his 
course  there  became  a  student  ot  theology 
at  the  Scabury  divinity  school,  Faribault, 
where  he  graduated  in  187.'>.  After  receiv- 
ing orders  he  went  to  Montana,  where 
he  had  under  his  charge  a  large  mis- 
sionary field.  Subsequently  he  became 
rector  of  the  parish  at  Helena,  and  there 
ho  remaineid  until  calleil  to  Christ  church  in 
1881.  His  work  in  St.  Paul  has  been  pro- 
ductive ot  fine  rcBults,  emliracing  the  es- 
tablishment of  two  mission  churches,  one  ill 
•ho  West  Seventh  street  district,  St.  I'aul, 
anel  the  other  at  Merriam  Park.  His 
ability  has  been  generally  recognizeid 
throughout  tho  American  church,  .and  he 
has  been  called  upon  to  preach  the  occa- 
sional Bcrmein  in  conneetiein  with  many 
special  events.  Ho  was  sent  as  a  delegate 
in  the  Instgeneral convention  of  thechurch, 
as  an  alternnto  of  Dr.  Knickerbocker. 
During  the  balloting  for  assistant  bishop, 
had  also  been  balloting  for  eielegates  to 
the  general  convention,  to  lie  hclil  in  Chi- 
cago next  October.  The  work  was  com- 
pleted, resulting  as  follows:

The  memtjers  ot  the  G.  A.  R.  in  camp  at 
Lake  City,  had  an  enjoyable  time.  In  ad- 
dition te>  amusements,  etc.,  they  heard 
speeches  from  Gov.

In  his  prefatory  comments  the  com- 
j  minsioner  says  that  for  fourteen  years  the 
companies  have  done  businesa  at  a  profit 
not  exceeding  7  per  cent  of  the  premiums 
paid,  which  is  little  enough.  The  public 
should  remember  that  it  must  pay  the 
losses,  and  that  the  companies  are  merely 
the  disbursing  and  collection  agents,  and 
the  sooner  the  people  learn  that  fact  the 
more  care  will  be  taken  in  protection  from 
fire,  and  a  reeluction  of  rates  will  follow.' 
The  companieei,  he  observes,  are  paying 
more  attention  to  the  inspection  ol  their 
risks,  and  seem  to  have  less  desire  to  write 
ifiany  riaks  regardless  of  the  hazard.  He 
mentions  the  tact  that  no  one  in  Minne- 
aota  has  loat  a  dollar  by  failure  or  with- 
drawal of  companies  since  the  present  in- 
surance law  went  into  effect.  This,  he 
thinks,  ia  evidence  that  the  f)re8ent  in- 
■orojioe  lawB  of  the  state  afe  ample  and 
do  JMl  iM«d  Mnendment. 


Jim  Foster  and  Old  Bennett. 

Deadwood  Letter  to  New  York  Sun. 

At  the  Drum  a  few  (iaya  ago  8ome  of 
the  pioneers  of  the  Black  Hills  were 
talking  about  the  olei  timern,  whe^n 
one  of  them  Haiei:  "But  nobody  ever 
found  out  what  became  of  Jim  Fos- 
ter." 

"No,  nobody  ever  hearel  from  him,' 
said  half  a  dozen  at  once,  and  the 
the  crowd  became  reflective,  as  if  won- 
dering what  haei  happened  to  Jim. 
After  a  few  mimites'  Hifence,  one  man 
Bald  that  Jim  Foster  was  a  good  fel- 
low, but  that  he  ought  to  have  been 
hanged  all  the  same,  and  othe^rs  ob- 
served that  he  would  have  been  hanged 
rf  he  had  been  caught  at  a  certain  pe- 
riod in  his  career. 

At  this  juncture  a  stranger,  who  had 
heard  all  that  had  been  naid,  asked 
what  there  was  about  Foster. 

"Oh,  nothing,  much,  was  the  reply 
of  the  first  speaker.  "Jim  was  one  of 
the  boys  that  was  first  in  here,  that's 
all,  and  he  went  away  rather  sudden. 
He  never  was  cut  out  for  a  pioneer,  he 
wan't.  He  was  born  for  a  tenderfoot. 
He'd  no  more'u  got  into  the  hills  be- 
fore he  began  to  figure  on  the  best  way 
of  getting  out.  A  more  homesick  chap 
you  never  saw.  He  didn't  seem  to 
get  alona  very  well,  either.  He  was 
out  of  money,  though  nobody  knew  it 
at  first,  and  he  found  that  he  had 
made  a  great  mistake  in  coming  here. 
One  fine  morning  Jim  turned  up  miss- 
ing, and  with  him  a  horse  that  be- 
longed to  a  man  who  believed  in  hav- 
ing somebody  hung  for  every  horse 
that  was  stolen  from  him.  That  was 
tho  worst  break  of  Jim's  life.  He  had 
to  skip,  and  he  had  to  steal  a  horse, 
but  he  didn't  have  to  steal  one  of  old 
Bennett's  horses.  Well,  they  went 
after  him  hot,  and  he  got  away  anel 
wasn't  heard  from.  We've  often  talk- 
ed about  him,  bejcause  there  wasn't  so 
many  of  us  then  that  we'd  be  likely  to 
forget  anybody,  and  he  was  a  good 
chap,  take  him  all  and  all." 

""The  funniest  thing  about  the  whole 
business,  though,"  said  another,  "was 
the  fact  that  for  two  or  three  years 
everything  that  went  wrong  in  the 
camp  was  charged  up  to  Jim.  If  there 
was  stealing  which  nobody  could  ac- 
count for,  it  was  laid  on  him,  and 
there  was  a  time  when,  if  he  had 
shown  up  here,  he  would  have  pulled 
hemp  sure.  He's  the  first  man  that 
ever  got  away  from  old  Bennett,  I 
think.  I've  known  Bennett  to  follow 
fellows  more  than  1,000  miles,  and 
it  never  made  any  difference  to  him 
whether  they  were  generally  square 
men  or  not.  He'd  let  a  man  starve, 
and  then  if  he  stole  a  ration  he'd  hang 
him.  His  heart  was  harder  than 
quartz." 

"Well  now,"  said  the  stranger,  "I 
happen  to  know  something  about  this 
case.  Foster  stole  that  horse  because 
he  had  to  get  out  of  the  country  or 
die.  He  cut  across  the  country  for 
Pierre  and  rode  day  and  night  until 
he  got  there — a  trip  that  was  not  a 
promenade  in  those  days.  When  he 
got  there  he  sold  the  horse  for 
a  small  sum,  and  by  beating  and 
working  he  managed  in  about  six  weeks 
to  get  to  his  home  in  Michigan.  His 
father  was  well  off,  and  as  he  died 
soon  after  he  left  Jim  a  good  business, 
which  ho  attended  to  right  up  to  the 
handle.  Nobody  there  knew  anything 
about  his  horse  stealing  in  the  hills, 
and  he  soon  became  a  man  of  consid- 
erable prominence.  He  married  one 
of  the  prettiest  girls  in  the  town,  onilt 
himself  a  new  house,  and  was  living  in 
fine  style,  when  an  old  man  who  said 
he  was  from  the.  Black  Hills  arriveil 
there  with  an  ofticer,  and  notified  the 
City  Marshal  that  he  wanted  him  for 
horse  stealing.  He  had  been  on  his 
trail  for  more  than  two  years,  and 
had  found  him  at  last.  The  Marshal 
waa  a  friend  of  Jim's,  and  a  level- 
headed follow,  and  at  his  earnest  sug- 
gestion Bennett  agreed  to  keep  the  ob- 
ject of  his  visit  quiet  mitil  he  had  seen 
Jim  at  his  home.  T'hat  night  the 
Marshal  and  old  Bennett  calleei  on  Jim, 
and  the  whole  thing  was  talked  over. 
The  old  man  at  first  refused  all  offers 
of  a  compromise,  but  after  he  had 
seen  Jim's  wife  he  wilted,  and  said  he 
would  call  the  thing  square  and  leave  it 
where  it  was.  Jfm  managed  to  get  a 
hundred-dollar  bill  into  the  old  man's 
hand  just  as  he  was  leaving,  but  it  was 
only  by  waiting  until  the  train  was 
pulling  out  that  he  did  so.  Now  that 
shows  that  he  stole  the  right  horse, 
doesn't  if?" 

All  shook  their  heads,  and  one  after 
another  said  that  that  could  not  nave 
been  old  Bennett.  It  was  some  other 
Bennett. 

"Perhaps  I'm  some  other  Jim  Fos- 
ter; then,  observed  the  stranger,  as 
lie  removed  his  hat,  and  looked  the 
crowd  steadily  in  the  eyes.  I'm  the 
man  who  stole  the  horse." 

The  old-timers  were  speechless  for  a 
minute  or  two,  and  then  they  got 
around  Jim  and  told  him  how  they 
had  suspected  him  all  the  time, though 
to  tell  tne  truth,  there  was  no  resem- 
blance between  the  well-dressed  Foster 
of  to-day  and  the  desperate  Foster  of 
ten  years  ygo. 

"Old  Bennett's  been  dead  more'n  a 
year,"  some  onesaid.  "Helostevery- 
thing  that  he  had,  and  died  without  a 
friend." 

"He  had  one  friend,"  said  Jim  Fos- 
ter, "and  he  is  here  now  to  mark  his 
grave." 

Those  Wlio  Own  Property. 

It  is  discouraging  to  se^e  what  ignor- 
ant statements  these  agitators  pass  off 
with  effect  upon  their  hearers.  At  the 
Chi(;ago  meeting  which  ended  in  riot 
one  of  the  socialists  declared  that 
this  country  had  55,000,000  people, 
of  whom  1,000,000  owned  property 
and  5  1,000,000  owneel  nothing.

Come  to  follow  up  the  inquiry 
it  would  lead  to  interesting  results  to 
find  how  many  people  have  nothing 
and  why  they  haven't  something.  Of 
course  th^re  are  unfortunates  every- 
where^, but  this  country  offers  tho 
best  chance  in  the  world  for  a  man  to 
eet  along  and  start  again  after  once 
he  has  made  a  failure.

Love  to  Forbes-Robertson  is  evi- 
dently a  prolonged  period  of  mental 
and  physical  agony.  His  interpreta- 
tion of  the  tender  sentiment  would  be 
more  fitting  for  a  funeral  or  a  female 
seminary  than  for  the  stage.  He 
walked  mournfully  through  situations 
which  appeareel  to  be  too  overwhelm- 
ingly unfortunate,  as  if  he  had  had  .i 
tussle  with  his  own  intensity  and  the 
intensity  had  proved  too  much  for 

him  and  was  riding  him  down;  as  i' 
his  soul  had  wiped  out  the  poor  rem- 
nant of  his  body  and  was  using  the 
shadow  as  a  walking-stick.  To  his 
nature  m.anlincss,  apparentlj',  is  a 
vulgar  misfortune,  and  lle.«:h  is  an  ob- 
struction to  affinity.  He  was  the  em- 
bodiment of  intensity  absolute  and  of 
soulfulnese  in  the  abstract.  He  bo- 
longs  to  that  scl.ool  which  the  mind, 
in  attempting  to  gra.spordefine,  grov- 
els in  its  own  weakuoss,  and  in  a  tem- 
porary stale  of  inanition  produced 
from  sympathy,  describes  as  the  "too 
utterly  too-too."

beseems  to  be  rapidly  losing  consc-ious- 
ness;  his  outstretched  arms  begin  to 
close  reverently;  his  head  is  bent  by 
the  strength  of  the  inward  struggle;  it 
seems  as  if  something  were  about  to 
burst,  but  It  does  not.  The  object  is 
drawn  clo.-^er  and  closer,  until  day- 
light is  wiped  out  between  tho  two, 
the  fair  head  drops  on  his  shoulder. 
Forbes-Robertson's  head  falls,  his 
eyes  are  Bullcring,  they  close,  an  ec- 
static quiver  passes  over  two  frames. 
The  contact  of  souls  is  perfected,  and 
the  lovers  break  away. 

The  stars  stand  still  to  watch  it 
and  a  responsive  thrill  is  folt  out  in 
the  lobby. 

Troubles  of  IJoyal  Sniallness, 

The  New  York  Commercial  Adver- 
tiser, editorially  referring  to  the  birth 
of  the  little  Spanish  king,  mentions 
some  of  the  troubles  his  royal  small- 
ness  must  encounter,  and  says: 

But  even  if  tho  little  Spanish  king 
shall  only  suffer  the  ordinary  hard- 
ships of  his  royal  estate,  does  his  ex- 
istence promise  to  be  as  happy  ae 
that  of  the  average  American  sov- 
ereign? He  must  undergo  the  tribula- 
tions of  babyhood  like  any  ordinary 
baby;  his  colic  will  be  none  the  le^8 
severe  because  his  sustenance  has 
curdled  upon  a  royal  stomach;  his 
teeth  will  not  cut  their  way  the  more 
gently  through  the  imperial  irums;  i  hej 
awful  safety-pin  will  abrade  as  rea-lily 
the  sovereign  cuticle  as  that  of  iho 
humblest  i>easant  baby  of  Spain. 
I.iessons  will  not  be  easier  to  the  royal 
intelligence  in  later  ytvirs,  and,  though 
the  young  king  will  not  run  severe  risk 
of  being  caned,  neither  will  he  have 
the  .\merican  boy's  comjiensat  cry 
privilege  of  playinc  truant  to  steal  ash- 
barrels  for  election  bonlires.  The 
lullaby  song  that  was  written  for  the 
last  of  the  Bonapartes,  when  he  was 
still  in  the  cradle,  almost  thirty  years 
ago,  expressed  a  sentiment  forcibly, 
though  somewhat  inelegantly,  which 
applies  as  well  to  the  infant  just  born 
to  the  throne  of  Spain: 

'•Hush  a-bye,  baby,  the  fair  Eugenie 
Suffert'd  the  pangs  ot  a  martyr  tor  thee. 
Cannon  announied  thy  existence  beguaj 
Cannon  may  fioiab  it,  soa  ot  a  gun."

Sherman  defended  it.  .Mr.  George  com- 
mented ;;enerally  on  the  enormous  (pianti- 
ty  of  lai  d— 17i>,oOit,UOO  acres— given  by 
congress  to  the  various  railroad  corpora- 
tions from  istjo  to  1.S75.  It  was  a 
larger  area  of  land  than  J'ranco  or  Ger- 
many. The  present  value  of  the  railroad 
grants,  at  the  average  price  already 
realised  by  the  companies,  was  $773.7tM'i, 
b'Xi.  The  Northern  I'acitic  company  had 
come  to  congress  assuring  it  that  the  com- 
pany h:id  the  power  to  build  its  road  with- 
out morli:a:;e  or  incumlirance  of  any  sort.

Mr.  ^pi'Miicr,  in  ofit  rinj;  a  riiolutionof 
condoleii' e  (in  f  he  de.'lh  tif  Hon.  .loseph 
Rankin,  late  a  repierJenfative  iiiconi;re;s 
from  Wisi  onsin.  delivered  an  eloquent  and 
toochiiiy  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  de- 
ceases I.

V  oduced  in  t  he  hiinseby  Mr.  <  »'Neill  (.\fo.) 
— ^s  passed  to  h-pnlizo  the  incorporation  of 
trk<\>-  unions. 

Mr.  Allen  (Miss.)  offered  an  amendnient 
to  an  appropriation  bill  providing;  that 
none  ol  tlio  money  appropriated  for  the 
continu'cnt  funds  hhould  be  used  in  paying 
the  expenses  of  the  funeral  of  any  mem- 
ber of  lonaress.

I  was  IS.  I  waH  the  only  girl,  and, 
itraiise.st  of  all,  I  was  an  authoress. 
The  circumstances  which  led  to  thi.s 
last-named  fact  were  not  ordinary 
ones. 

My  mother  had  died  while  I  was  but 
a  baby,  and  my  father  had  always 
marked  out  for  me  a  future  of  fame, 
which  he  imai;ined  could  be  best  gain- 
ed by  my  jH-n.  My  elder  brother  and 
Ills  pretty  youti^j  wife  were  of  the  same 
opinion  and  as  my  aunt,  who  took 
euro  of  me,  thought  always  as  my 
f.itlur  did,  it  seemed  that  nolens,  vo- 
lens,  I  .^hoiild  be  an  authoress.  Fortu- 
nately for  tlio  i^cneral  peace,  perhaps, 
I  was  not  averse  to  the  desire,  and  aft- 
er consideration  I  determined  to  ven- 
ture tipon  a  story,  and  on  its  comple- 
tion to  present  it  as  a  surprise  to  the  as- 
sembled family.  But  here  I  found  an 
unexi>ected  diUieulty;  what  could  I, 
Helen  D;tre,  find  to  y.-iy  to  a  critical 
and  e.\actin»  public?  At  last  fortune 
avored  me  with  a  simple  solution  of 
the  problem.  I  would  tell  a  little 
story  which  had  always  touched  me;

You 
probably  ha ve  heard  who  I  am,  being  a 
distant  connection  of  yours  on  your 
mother's  side.  I  am  nn  old  man,  and  I 
have  a  favor  to  ask  of  you.  1  wantyouto 
use  your  inllucnce  with  tho  author  of  my 
favorite  book  to  make  him  accept  thc)ioBt 
of  guardian  to  my  .son,  for  1  consider  the 
advice  and  friendship  of  the  man  who 
could  write  such  a  book  nsinvaluable.

Tho  Life  of  the  Pope.

The  pope's  personal  habits  are  very 
methodical.  At  six  o'clock  in  tho 
summer  and  half  an  hour  later  in  the 
winter,  the  holy  father  leaves  his  bed, 
says  his  prayers,  and  then  goes  to  cel- 
ebrate mass  in  his  oratory.  Some- 
times on  a  Sunday  he  gives  commun- 
ion to  a  few  privileged  persons,  as,  for 
instance,  members  of  the  Roman  aris- 
tocracy, or  distinguished  pilgrims.  A 
few  minutes  later  he  attends  the  mass 
being  celebrated  in  the  Sistine  chapel; 
then  he  returns  to  his  apartments  to 
partake  of  his  first  breakfast — black 
coffee,  very  strong,  and  a  piece  of  un- 
sweetened cake  or  pastry.  Under  no 
circumstances  is  any  one  ever  admit- 
ted to  the  pope's  table;  but  he  fre- 
quently admits  his  brother  cardinals 
or  his  nephew,  a  captain  m  the  noble 
guard,  to  come  in  while  he  is  eating. 
Breakfast  over,  his  holiness  enters  his 
study  and  begins  work  on  his  corre- 
spondence; in  this  he  is  assisted,  not 
as  be  should  be,  according  to  ancient 
usage,  by  one  of  the  private  cham- 
berlains, but  by  Mgr.  Boccali,  an  old 
friend  whom  he  has  made  his  private 
secretary.  At  9:30  the  secretary  ol 
state  arrives.  Monseigneur  there- 
upon retires,  leaving  Cardinal  Jacobi- 
ni  with  the  pope.  The  conference  be- 
tween the  sovereign  pontiff  and  his 
prime  minister  is  short;  and  then  come 
the  audiences,  beginning  with  the  car- 
tliiuil  jirefects  of  the  various  con- 
gregations; after  them  the  ambas- 
sadors, then  the  pilgrims  and  the 
[lublie.  These  audiences  over,  he  goes 
to  eat  an  egg,  a  dish  of  meat,  some 
vegetables,  bread  and  good  red 
Bordeaux,  finishing  up  with  a  small 
cup  of  coffee  and  a  glass  of  sherry  or 
Madeira.  At  this  second  breakfast, 
ftfgr.  Boccali  or  one  of  the  chamber- 
lains is  present,  but  is  not  at  table. 
With  this  meal  ends  the  first  part  ol 
the  day;  and  as  soon  as  it  is  over,  his 
holiness  retires  to  his  bedroom  for  afew 
minutes  of  repose.  This  short  siesta 
over,  he  returns  to  work,  to  the  prep- 
aration of  encyclical  letters,  instruc- 
tions to  representatives  at  foreign 
courts,  etc.,  which  occupy  him  until 
4:80  o'clock,  when  betakes  his  regular 
ride  in  the  Vatican  park  or  gardens, 
in  company  with  a  chamberlain  and 
always  escorted  by  two  of  the  noble 
guard.  When  the  weather  is  too  bad 
for  a  carriage  ride,  the  Pope  walks  in 
the  loggia  of  Raphael.  Afterward  he 
returns  to  his  desk,  and  gives  audi- 
ences to  the  secretaries  of  the  congre- 
gations until  8  o'clock.  He  then  reads 
tor  an  hour,  when  he  sups  as  simply 
as  he  has  breakfasted  finishing  the 
meal  with  a  glass  of  fine  red  wine  from 
some  of  the  chateaux  in  the  Medoc. 
At  a  little  before  10  he  retires  to  his 
bedroom;  and,  as  a  rule,  no  one  is 
permitted  to  see  him  again  until 
morning.  It  must  be  something 
very  important,  indee<l,  that  will  in- 
duce any  of  his  attendants  to  disturb 
him  during  the  night.  No  one  is  per- 
mitted to  enter  except  the  cardinal 
secretary  of  state,  Mgr.  Boccali;  the 
chamberlain  of  the  day,  the  major 
domo,  his  confessor,  the  two  physi- 
cians and  his  valet.  Not  infrequently 
the  Pope  works  on  some  important 
state  paper  until  a  very  late  hour. 
Ho  is  very  particular  about  his  use  of 
words,  and  his  erasures  and  inter- 
lineations are  numerous.

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WHAT  SCIENCE  SAYS.

Kditor,  writes 
the  following  beantllnl  deacHption  of  tho 
laboratorieM  of  the  human  system.  Wp 
think  we  have  nevei'  read  a  finer  or  morfe 
tiiatworthy  one.] 

"Man  is  the  greatest  of  all  chemical 
laboratories.  Magnify  the  smallest 
cell  of  the  body  and  what  a  factory  is 
spread  before  thoeyes;  countless  cham- 
bers iu  which  are  globes  of  air,  masses 
of  solid  Miatteri  globules  ef  dying 
liquid;  a  flash  comes  and  the  whole  is 
consumed  a  id  needful  heat  is  carried 
into  every  part  of  the  system.  Elec- 
trical forces  also  generate  andarecon- 
veyed  to  the  brain,  the  muscles  and 
the  various  nerve  centers. 

In  another  set  of  a  million  chambers 
we  see  various  gasses  and  vapors. 
By  chemical  action  these  are  changed 
and  purified  in  the  lungs  and  skin. 
The  blood  we  often  say  Is  a  great  liv- 
ing river.  In  Its  current  are  masses 
which  the  air  in  the  lungs  did  hot 
affect:    blocks  of  chalk;  fclabof  tartar; 

Sieces  of  bone-ash,  strings  of  albumen;

They  may  not  gnaw  and 
bite  as  does  the  tooth-ache  or  a 
scratch,  but  they  regularly,  silently 
report.  When  these  organs  are  failing 
these  nerves  indicate  it  by  draw- 
ing the  blood  from  the  face  and  cheek, 
leaving  the  lip  and  eye  blanched,  by 
sending  uric  acid  poison  into  the  small- 
est veins,  the  skin  thenbecominggray, 
yellow  or  brown.

■om  ot  BuBalo  and  Mrs.  Alice  Folsom. 
The  nUl  wu  executed  November  8, 1883.

The  celery  crop  of  Kalamazoo,  Mich., 
will  be  largt'F  this  year  than  ever  be- 
fore. Last  6ua$oti  about  1,200  Ikcreg 
were  planted  with  thin  pleai^ant  cscif- 
Icnt.  This  year  the  area  planted  will 
exceed  1,600  ftcrns.  The  value  of  this 
crop  its  Kalamazoo  is  (fnormous.  It  is 
est)  mated  by  those  in  Ihe  business  that 
it  brought  to  Kalamazoo  last  year  orer 
$400,000,  of  which  almost  the  entire 
amount  is  spent  or  invested  at  home. 
Tho  small  item  of  seed  is  almost  the 
only  expenditure  which  takes  any  of 
the  money  away  from  the  city. 

Prof.  Caldwell  says  that  some  exper- 
iments made  with  common  salt  proved 
that  the  soil  uf  a  grass-plat  whidh  bad 
iMJon  dressed  with  it  was  found  to  con- 
tain, ten  days  after  a  rain  had  fallen  on 
it,  twice  as  much  water  as  an  adjoining 
lot  which  had  received  no  salt.  The 
plants  on  the  salted  portion  were  grow- 
ing vigoroflsly,  while  those  on  the  un- 
giilted  plat  were  suffering  from  drought 
This  was  obviously  an  exceptional  ca.se, 
but  It  shows  promise  from  similai 
trials. 

The  editor  of  London  Truth  writes 
Kerry  cows  ought  to  come  into  fashion, 
for  they  givo  far  more  milk  than  any 
others,  and  they  aro  very  hardy  and 
cheap  to  keep.

nine  months  after  calvin*?.

Editor  Valley  Herald  : 

I  am 
informed  through  the  columns    of 
your  esteemed  paper  of  the  opening 
of  a  creamery  in  the  prosperous  and 
enterprising    village    of      Chaska. 
Much  praise  is  due  to  the  men  that 
have  engaged    in     this    enterprise 
which  if  properly    niijiiagod    must 
ultimately  prove  profitable  to  them- 
selves and  at  the  same  time  promote 
the  interests  of  the  merchants    and 
the  farming  community,   and  it    is 
to  be  hoped  that  their  praiseworthy 
example  will  soon  be    followed    in 
each  village  in  this  County.  Wheat 
prices  are  low  and    owing    to    the 
overproduction  of  that  cereal  there 
is  littlehope  that    they    will     ri.-e 
much  higher  in  the  future.     If  far- 
mers  would    keep    an   account  of 
their  expenses    in    raising    wheat 
they  would  find  that  at  the  present 
prices,  little  or  nothing  remains  to 
them  for    their    work.     Why    not 
then  raise  stock?    It  has  been    de- 
monstrated by  stock-breeders    that 
stock  can  be  raised    in    Minnesota 
almost   with   the  same    advantage 
as  in  lowa^  and  no  thinking  farmer 
will  doubt  for     a    moment,    that 
there  is  no  more  money    in    stock 
than  wheat  raising  at  present  prices 
and  especially  in  raising  cows  and 
making  butter.     Of  course  at  pres- 
ent owing  to  the  poor    quality    of 
butter  (which  in  a  good  many  cases 
would  be  move  properly  designated 
grease)  made  in  this    County,     the 
price  is   necessarily    low    and    the 
merchant  who  buys  it  often     loses 
more  than  his  profit  on    the    goods 
given  exchange,  but  good  creamery 
butter  when  once  introduced     will 
always  find  a  ready  sale   at     about 
double  the  price  of  the  average  but- 
ter now  shipped  fnmi  this  County, 
consequently  creameries  when  once 
firmly  established  coulJ    pay  from 
fifty  to  seventy  five  per  cent    more 
for  cream  in  cash  than  the   farmer 
now  gets  for  butter    in    exchange, 
and  the  merchant  would  no  longer 
have  to  take  ill  flayored  butter    in 
exchange  for  goods  at  the    risk    of 
losing  more  than    he    profits.    At 
the  beginning  it  may  not  prove  very 
profitable  to  creameries    owing    to 
the  large  territory  over  which  thnir 
teams  will  have  to  trav  el  in  order 
to  collect  a  small  amount  of  cream, 
but  when  farmers  once  di.scover  the 
advantage  in    selling    cream    they 
will  soon  increase  the    number    of 
their  cows  so  as  to  make  thecjUec- 
tion  of  cream    less    expensive    A- 
bout  six  years  ago  when  cieameries 
were  introduced  in  Iowa  the   most 
farmers  had  only  a  sufficient  nuui- 
ber  of  cows  to  supply  their    family 
with  milk  and  butter,  now   almost 
everyone  has  froui  eight  to  twenty 
cows  from  which  he  realizes    from 
twenty  to  sixty    dollars    in    cash, 
each  month  during  the pummer  sea- 
son,   besides    raising    the    calves, 
which  enable  him  to  pay    for    his 
merchandise  in  cash.     Much  more 
may  be  said  in  favor  of  creameries 
but  the  limited  space  in  your  paper 
does  not  permit  any  more    lengthy 
discussion.     If  no  other  men  should 
venture  to  engage  in  this  enterprise 
it  would  be  to  the    interest    of  the 
merchants  of  the  several  villages  in 
in  this  County  to  unite  and   mutu- 
ally   co-operate       in    establishing 
creameries  within  their    respective 
limits.

All 
persons  interested  are  invited  to  take  part 
in  the  proceedings,  and  all  towns  and  mu- 
nicipalities in  tlje counties  of  Wilkin,  Clnv, 
Norman,  Polk,  .Marshall  and  Kittson  are 
retjuested  to  send  at  least  three  dele.'at.s 
each.  It  is  expected  that  re<luced  transpor- 
tation for  delegat  s  elected  by  towns  or 
municipalities  will  1h>  given  by  "the  Manito- 
ba railroad  company.

What  are 
the  legal  obstacles  to  Imj  overcome  and  dis- 
posed of,  and  how  can  we  evade  liability 
for  resultant  damages  in  case  of  breakage 
of  drains  and  overflow  of  adjoining  lands? 
Shall  wc  adopt  the  rule  of  the  civil  law  as 
to  surface  water?

The  senate  passed  the  bill  which  J.  Mil- 
ton Turner  (colored)  of  St.  Louis  has  been 
advocating,  appropriating  $7.'>,000  to  pay 
the  former  slaves  of  the  Cherokee  Indianc 
there  share  of  the  money  due  from  the  gov- 
ernment to  the  Cherokee  tribes  under  the 
treaty  of  1S66.  Three  hundred  thousand 
dollars  were  appropriated  two  years  age 
for  the  Indians,  but  they  refused  to  give 
their  former  slaves  any  of  it. 

The  following  reply  was  sent  by  Sennto! 
Edmunds  to  a  letter  of  incpiity  from  a  Ver 
mont  farmer:  I  have  for  a  long  time  been 
saying  and  doing  what  I  could  in  favor  ol 
taxing  bogus  butter  under  whatever  name 
it  may  gb,  so  as  to  give  the  makers  of  the 
real  butter  their  fair  rights.  I  have  been 
in  conference  with  thesenate  committee  on 
agriculture  and  with  the  officers  of  the  New 
England  Dairymen's  association.  You 
may  be  sure  that  I  did  not  need  urging  to 
to  look  after  the  interest  of  our  farmers.

Friink  Boseinan  of  Minneapolis,  while 
prospecting  lot*  iron  near  Tower,  got  lost 
in  the  woods  and  is  supposed  to  have 
perished. 

At  St.  Paul,  a  sorrowing  father  and  a 
grief-stricken  mother  were  just  bonding  over 
the  mortal  remains  of  Michael  Tucker,  whc» 
had  just  died  of  fever,  when  the  startling 
and  horiible  intelligence  reached  them  that 
another  son,  Patri<d<.  had  just  l>een  drown- 
ed while  bathing  in  the  river. 

John  Peterson,  aged  fifteen  years,  son  of 
Hans  Petterson.  of  Pleasant  Valley,  six 
miles  below  Red  Wing,  shot  his  brother, 
aged  eleven.  The  brothers  and  two  other 
boys  went  to  a  Held.  John,  who  had  a  re- 
volver, fired  two  shots.  Thinkins  that 
thete  were  no  more  loads  in  the  pistol,  lie 
commenced  jiointing  and  snapping  it  nt 
his  companions.  The  revolver  was  finally 
dl8ch»rge<l.  taking  effect  in  the  right  breast 
C>f  his  young  brother  Fred. 

James  Lyons  committed  suicide  at  Char- 
les Barker's  house  of  ill  fame,  one  mile 
south  ot  Rice  Lake  by  drinking  six  ounces 
of  carbolic  acid,  which  killed  him  almost 
instantly. 

The  wind  did  considerable  damage  ih  the 
southern  part  of  the  county  during  the  re- 
centstorm.  In  Henry  ville  township,  .Incob 
Knell  ha<l  a  large  b.-irn  blown  frOm  the 
foundation  and  badly  wreckeil.  In  Beaver 
Falls,  N.  Stone,  John  Bush  and  George  Mar- 
tin each  had  u  barn  totally  tlemoliehed, 
and  O.  C.  .Anderson  lost  his  barn  and  gran- 
ary.

A  great  jam  of  logs  formed  in  the  Dalles 
of  the  St.  Croix  at  Taylor's  Falls.  The 
t>uml)Cr  of  logs  in  the  jam  is  now  estimated 
by  some  at  100,000,000  and  by  others  at 
140,000.000  feet.  This  is  the  first  jam  for 
five  years,  and  the  only  one  which  ever  ex- 
tended farther  up  from  the  Dalles  than  the 
foot  of  Taylor's  Falls. 

A  party  of  young  men  were  fishing  in 
preenleaf  lake,  Le  Sueur  county,  when  the 
boat  WHS  upset  and  William  Stiegleck  was 
drowned.     His  body  was  recoveretl. 

Louis  Mitchell  of  Lake  Washington,  Le 
Sueur  county,  was  drowue<l  in  the  east  end 
of  Lake  Washington,  about  eight  miles 
from  St.  I'eter.     He  was  twenty-five. 

On  Dec.  12,  188."),  a  defalcation  of  $700 
was  discovered  in  the  .accounts  of  L.  W. 
Seeley,  deputy  postmaster  at  Laketield, 
Cottonwood  county.  Shortly  after  lie  dis- 
appeared. After  entering  Estherville.  all 
trace  was  lost.  On  Thursday  the  10th 
inst.  the  authorities  at  Chicago  learned  of 
the  presence  of  Seeley  at  Lakefield  and  or- 
dered his  arrest.  This  was  accomplished 
after  a  fierce  struggle.  Postal  inspector 
Bassett  P.  Kidder  of  Chicago  took  him  to 
8t.  Paul.  Seeley  s  father  made  up  the  de- 
falcation, but  there  are  other  claims 
against  him. 

The  twenty-eighth  MinnesiUa  state  Sun- 
day school  convention  is  to  be  held  at 
Mankato,  commencing  the  evening  of  Jut;e 
2U  and  continuing  thr>-e  days. 

The  .Mower  County  bank  of  Austin  has 
closed  its  doors.  The  suspension  caiiscs 
great  surprise,  as  it  was  considered  a  soiinil 
financial  institution.  The  liabilities,  it  is 
belived,  will  reach  .<!10O,000.  Over  $t»0,- 
000  has  .ilrejidy  been  reported.  It  is  as- 
serted that  the  deposits  weie  about  $.15,- 
000  and  the  assets  over  $80,000. 

Judge  Luther  M.  Brown  of Shakopeedied 
suddenly  at  his  residence  of  hemorrhage  of 
the  stomach.  Judge  Brown  was  one  of  the 
oldest  settlers  of  the  Minnesota  valley  and 
at  one  time  judge  of  the  Eighth  judicialdis- 
trict  and  the  foremost  legal  liglit  of  Scott 
county.  Of  l.ite  years  he  had  not  been  an 
active  practitioner  at  the  bar.  He  was  a 
I'emocrat  in  politics.

Kceghan  is  a  New  Yorker  who  has  been 
West  about  three  years.  The  receipts,  it 
is  .isserted,  since  the  opening  have  averaged 
$;i.5,000  per  month.

The  alarmists  who  croak  about  the 
future  of  the  stock  industry  owing  to 
an  alleged  surplus  of  cattle,  will  be 
Burpri.sed  to  learn  that  there  has  in 
fact  been  a  steady  decrease  during  tlie 
last  25  years,  in  the  ratio  of  cattle  to 
population.  In  I860  it  stood  at  814 
head  to  1,000  of  population;  in  1880 
the  figures  wore  772,  and  in  1890  they 
promise  to  be  even  smaller. 

A  good  picklo  for  beef  is  as  follows: 
Boil  7  pounds  of  salt,  2  1-2  pounds  of 
brown  sugar,  and  2  ounces  of  saltpe- 
tre in  as  much  water  as  will  dissolve 
|t  for  half  an  hour;  skim  it  and  strain 
it  and  let  it  cool.  Cut  up  the  beef, 
and  rub  it  with  salt  and  pack  it  close- 
ly in  a  sweet  barrel,  then  pour  over  it 
the  brine  and  head  the  barrel  tiiiht. 
In  June  draw  ott'  the  brine  and  boil  it, 
skim  ol  tlie  scum,  and  when  cold  re- 
turn it  and  clo.te  the  bunghole.  The 
beef  will  then  keep  perfectly. 

A  correspondent  in  the  Farmers' Re- 
view says  that  when  riding  over  thou- 
sands ofmilesof  Russian  railwaysfour 
years  ago  he  was  interested  in  the 
system  of  shrub  and  tree  planting  to 
arrest  snow  at  all  points  where  banks 
could  form.  The  trees  are  planted 
twenty-five  to  thirty  feet  from  the  rails 
in  five  to  seven  lines,  lines  five  feet 
apart  and  the  plants  a  foot  and  a  half 
apart  in  the  rows.  The  three  inner 
lines  are  planted  with  trees,  and  the 
outer  ones  with  conifers,  or  shrubs. 
This  system  is  said  to  protect  very 
perfectly  the  roads  during  the  gales  on 
the  steppes.  The  snow  is  whirled  in 
heaps  back  of  and  among  the  trees 
and  shrubs,  and  fails  to  reach  therails 
to  a  serious  e-xtent. 

H.  Brown,  of  Wisconsin,  writes: 
"Two  years  ago  my  corn  crop  failed 
utterly,  and  I  was  at  a  loss  to  know 
what  I  was  going  to  do  with  my  forty 
of  fifty  hogs.  1  had  a  large  crop  of 
oats  and  began  feeding  them  whole.  I 
never  had  hogs  do  better;  never  had 
hogs  grow,  so  thrifty.  Last  winter  I 
did  the  same  thing,  though  I  had  a 
large  corn  crop.  This  winter  I  am  do- 
ing the  same  thine  with  ecjually  grati- 
fying results.  The  so-called  cholera  is 
all  around  me — on  the  next  farm— but 
my  hogs  never  were  more  healthy  and 
thrifty." 

After  a  winter's  rest  the  shoulders 
of  horses  are  tenderer  than  usual  and 
the  skin  becomes  easily  chafed  and 
sore.  When  thi.s  happens  the  collar 
should  be  examined,  as  its  ill-fit- 
ting or  uneven  or  rough  lining  is  usu- 
ally the  cause  of  the  trouble.  To 
harden  the  skin  wash  it  wish  salt  wa- 
ter morning  and  evening  and  rub  it 
well  with  a  rough  cloth.  Tocure  galls 
use  lage  pads,  or  cushions  on  the  col- 
lar above  and  below  the  sote,  and 
dress  this  with  a  solution  of  sulphate 
of  zinc— one  dram  to  half  pint  of  wa- 
ter. 

Congress  has  been  asked  again  to 
appropriate  $15,000  a  year  for  ex- 
perimental work  to  each  of  the  "State 
Agricultural  Collies"— most  of  them 
not  even  so  in  name.  Of  certain  pro- 
fessors who  lately  went  to  Washing- 
ton to  urge  thi:>  claim  some  represent 
institutions  from  which  the  farm  and 
mechanic  arts  have  received  small 
show  for  i)ast  liberal  favors  bestowed 
in  their  alleged  interest.  Until  these 
schools  generally  give  a  fairer  return 
for  the  large  sums  of  public  money 
they  have  already  received  they  should 
not  be  "encouraged"  with  more. 

A  Massachusetts  man,  George  W. 
Ela,  said  by  the  Springfield  Republi- 
can to  be  "the  wealthie.st farmer  in  AI- 
lenstown,"  was  fined  last  winter  "$20 
and  costs"  for  cruelty  to  animals,  he 
having  "provided  uo  shelter  for  his 
large  herd  of  cattle."  The  heartle.'is 
owners  of  freezing  and  starving  stock 
on  the  arctic  Western  plains  oiicht 
likewise  to  be  amenablo  to  law.  At 
present  they  are  only  visited  with  the 
contempt  and  indignation  of  humniie 
people,  and  by  the  great  annual  loss- 
es which,  happily,  reduce  their  profits 
from  a  business  which  has  been  none 
to  severely  characterized  as  constitut 
ing  "a  national  shame." 


a  farmer,  who  had  a  large  quantity 
saved  over  for  seed— the  quality  poor, 
fiesh  yellow,  and  not  desirable  except 
for  earliness.  He  planted  with  no  ex- 
pectation of  improvement  except  in 
earliness,  but  he  found  the  crop  su- 
perior in  quality,  the  flesh  white  and 
and  of  fine  texture,  dry  and  mealy 
when  cooked— altogether,  a  great  im- 
provement on  the  seed.  Subsequent 
lions  were  also  much  better  than  the 
seeu  first  planted.  Some  of  these  po- 
tatoes, taken  back  the  following  year 
to  the  farm  from  which  the  st^d  was 
procured,  was  planted,  and  the  pro- 
duct was  much  better  than  from  seed 
grown  in  that  soil.  The  same  farmer 
had  obtained  like  benefit  in  changing 
oats." 


Ice-Crenm  Recipes. 

Ice-Cream.— One  and  a  half  pints  of 
cream,  one  ounce  of  isinglass,  one 
pound  of  sugar,  yolks  of  eight  eggs, 
half  a  pint  of  milk,  vanilla  powder. 
Scald  the  cream  only,  then  luld  the 
isinglass  dissolved  in  the  milk,  and 
pour  it  on  the  sugar  and  eggfi  beaten 
together  to  a  froth;  add  the  flavoring. 
Strain,  cool  and  freeze  it,  then  pack  it 
for  three  hours  and  a  half  at  least. 
The  powdered  vanilla  can  be  purchas- 
ed at  drug  stores  or  at  confecioners'. 

Chocolate  Ice-Cream.— For  a  quart 
and  a  half  of  cream,  make  the  boiled 
cust.ird  with  the  yolks  of  six  eggs,  half 
a  pound  of  sugar,  one  pint  of  boiled 
milk  and  a  teaspoonful  (not  heaping) 
of  vanilla  powder.  Pound  smooth 
four  ounces  of  chocolate,  add  a  little 
sugar,  and  one  or  two  tablespoonfuls 
of  hot  water.  Stir  it  over  the  fire  un- 
til it  is  perfectly  smooth,  add  this  and 
a  teaspoonful  of  thin,  dissolved  gela- 
tine to  the  hot  custard.  When  about 
to  set  in  the  freezer,  add  one  pint  of 
cream  whipped. 


Carelessness  Doesn't  Pay. 

Our  Country  Home. 

The  breeding  of  swine,  like  thebreed- 
ing  of  all  other  domestic  animals  has 
become  a  science,  and  to  make  it  a 
success  it  must  be  conducted  systemiat- 
ically  like  any  other  business.  Tlie 
careless  breeder  need  not  expect  to 
reap  much  reward  for  his  money  or 
labor  expended  in  this  direction.  But 
where  they  are  properly  managed, 
swine  come  more  nearly  being  the 
everyday,  always  available  stock  of 
the  fanner  than  any  other  .species  of 
domestic  animal  intended  for  the 
shambles.  With  most  other  stock  he 
has  to  wait  two  or  three  years  for  a 
full  return  on  his  investment,  but  from 
his  hogs hegatliers a cropevery  season. 
The  hog  is  always  on  liand  to  use  up 
almost  any  re8pectal)le  refuse  which 
may  be  placed  before  him,  thus  con- 
verting a  great  deal  of  otherwise 
worthless  provender  into  ready  cash. 
Ho  is  the  farm  scavenger  as  well  as  the 
annual  replenisher  of  the  fanner's 
purse. 


Mixed   Rations. 

Some  animals  are  naturally  limited 
to  one  or  a  few  kinds  of  food.  Cattle 
do  well  enough  month  after  month  on 
grass,  and  a  tiger  will  thrive  witli  noth- 
ing but  lean  meat.  But  in  the  case  of 
the  human,  no  matter  how  fond  of  a 
particular  dish,  he  loses  reli.sh  for  it 
when  allowed  nothing  else  for  a  num- 
ber of  meals,  and  the  craving  for  vari- 
ety gives  evidence  of  ncce.s.sities  of  tlie 
system,  which  are  constantly  varied 
with  the  changing  cii-cu instances  of 
health,  employment,  and  other  con- 
ditions. The  fondne-ss  for  variety 
shown  by  fowls  is  equally  significant 
of  real  need.  Fisli,  flesh,  herbs  and 
grain  are  devoured  by  them  with  equal 
relish,  for  though  they  commonly 
pounce  upon  insects  with  greater 
avidity  than  upon  grain,  this  is  be- 
cau.se  it  afldbds  a  rarity,  and  a  flock 
kept  for  awhile  on  animal  food  will 
show  the  same  greed  tor  corn.  Ju- 
dicious variety— vegetable,  grain,  meat 
— is  nt  all  seasons  necessary  to  best 
results  for  young  and  old  fowls.  They 
will  not  starve  on  corn  and  water, 
nor  will  they  pay  the  best  profit  no 
kept.  The  benefit  derived  from  eat- 
ing charcoal  is  acknowledsed,  but 
pounded  it  is  not  enticing  to  them. 
Corn  burned  on  the  cob,  and  the  refuse, 
consist  ing  almost  entirely  of  the  grains, 
reduced  to  charcoal  and  s^^ilrretaning 
their  perfect  shape,  is  greedily  taken, 
with  marked  improvement  in  health, 
and  is  shown  by  brighter  combs  and 
increa.sed  average  of  eggs.— Thos.  D. 
Baird  in  N.  Y.  Tribune.

Before  you  go  to  bed 
take  it  out,  though  it  wouldn't  hurt 
if  it  stood  all  night  in  the  water,  and 
pull  of  the  skin.  ,\n  hour  before  you 
want  to  have  dinner,  pull  out  the 
bone,  you  can  do  it  if  it's  cooked 
all  right  if  you  cut  round  it  with  a 
sharp  knife,  and  put  a  stuffing  in  the 
place.  The  Mtufling  must  bo  made  of 
nothing  but  dry  bread,  baker's  is  much 
the  best  if  you  can  get  it,  seasoned 
with  salt,  sane  and  thyine,  that's  all, 
no  wetting  nor  no  butter.  Th.-n  cover 
the  ham  with  the  blackest  kind  of 
brown  sugar  half  an  inch  thick,  and 
put  it  in  the  oven  for  half  an  hour, 
basting  with  the  sugar  as  it  runs  off. 
The  oven  mustn't  be  too  hot  or  the 
sugar  will  burn.  If  it  is  done  right  the 
ban;  •■.'!•!  look  as  if  it  had  a  thick  choc- 
olate frosting.  I  find  it  easier  to 
frost  it  handsomely  if  I  cut  most  of 
the  fat  off  before  I  put  on  the  sugar."

"We  don't  fancy  the  Boston  baked 
beans,  which  I  suppose  is  awful  bad 
taste  on  our  part,  but  we  have  a  kind 
where  the  beans  kind  of  run  together 
and  when  it's  cold  you  can  slice  it  like 
cake.  Maybe  it's  the  New  York  kind. 
I  put  a  quart  of  beans  on  to  boil  with- 
out any  soaking  and  cook  them  till 
they  are  tender.  I  change  the  water 
once  so  as  to  get  off  the  oil  that  rises 
on  top.  and  then  I  put  in  a  tea- 
spoonful of  salt.  I  cut  off  some 
thick  slices  of  clear  fat  pork  and  cut 
them  across  into  inch  square  blocks 
and  put  them  on  in  a  frying-pan.  Then 
I  pour  the  beans  into  a  big.  .squ.tre 
dish,  with  water  enough  to  come  up 
even  with  them.

I  scarce- 
ly knowhovv  I  pickodup  theqallant  of- 
ficer, but  on  the  eighth  day  of  my  stay  in 
IJam.sgate  1  had  got  so  tired  of 
shiiiiips,  rallies,  bathing,  using  a  tele- 
scope, ;ind  sl()p[)iii;:  around  on  weedy 
rocks,  that  I  had  liegun  to  look  out 
for  a  comi)anion  on  the  Esplanade 
seats.  But  ho  whom  I  looked  for  in 
vain  there  met  me  unsought,  in  the 
billiard  rooms  on  the  cliff.  At  that 
genteel  establishment  I  foiuid  the 
major  Laughing,  t.ilking,  tcUingstories, 
e.x  ecuting  unparalleled  carroms,  betting 
ooiidescendiiiiiiy  with  very  juvenile 
boating  men,  .and  drinking  brandy 
pawnee,  at  some  young  amateur  com- 
modores  e.\pon.<e.  with  a  manner  as 
totally  free  from  pride  as  it  was  radi- 
ent  with  the  urbanity  of  tho  olHcer  and 
the  traveler. 

The  major  was  one  of  those  inde- 
scribalile  men  who  can  be  seen  any 
I  d.iy  between  four  and  d.ark,  looking 
into  the  ci^ar  shoi)s  in  Regent  street, 
lounging  about  the  doors  of  billiard 
rooms  in  Leicester  scjuare,  dozing  on 
seats  in  St.  Jam-^s'  Park,  or  reading 
the  .American  news  with  a  severe  air 
in  Wild's  reading  room;  an  indefinite 
man  of  iudetinite  oc(  iimitions.  An 
idler  tireil  of  hijii.self  could  not,  how- 
ever, have  discovered  a  more  talka- 
tive, cheery,  rattling,  good-natured 
companion  than  the  major.  He  had, 
like  my.^elf,  ni^parently  found  Kams- 
ualeduU,  for  he  lost  no  opportunity 
in  cultivating  my  acquaintance,  and, 
as  he  lodged  only  three  doors  from  me 
in  Seaside  Terrace,  there  was  .seldom 
an  evning  when  the  major  did  not 
drop  in  to  t.ike  his  coffee  and  smoke 
his  ci'^ar  in  my  b.ilcony. 

It  was  on  the  fourth  evening  of  our 
I  acquaintance  that  the  major,  having 
lighte<l  his  fourth  cheroot  and  mixed, 
as  1  have  said,  his  third  glass  of  bran- 
dy and  water,  sank  dowM  lu.xuriously 
in  a  rocking  chair,  tucked  his  legs  by 
a  violent  exertion  (for  I  should  men-

I  could  do  to  prevent  the  people  from 
worshiping  me  and  my  hunting  ele- 
phant, 'Hamchunder,' 

"One  morning,  when  Twentyman 
was  flown  with  jungle  fever,  and  I  w.is 
pittini:  by  his  side  reading  'Charles 
O'Malley'  in  the  balconyofour  bunga- 
low, which  'gave'  on  the  cantonment, 
1  heard  a  great  noise  as  of  a  crowd  of 
natives  t  lying  to  force  their  way  in 
past  my  native  servants.  Poor 
Twenty  man,  who  was  fretful  with 
want  of  sleep,  betrinning  to  gro.an  and 
complain  at  the  noise,  I  ran  out  with 
my  big  huntiiii.' whip,  and  lickinc  the 
niggers  all  round,  asked  them  what 
they  meant  by  making  such  a  cursed 
noi.se. 

"Choop  rnho  ekdum'  ('be  silent  im- 
mediately') I  shouted. 

"The  kitmutgar,  an  old  gray-headed 
fellow  who  had  been  butler  to  my 
father,  the  General,  came  sala.aming 
forward  when  lie  saw  me,  and  said: 

" 'Sahib,  .sahili,  the  country  people 
from  Moonje  have  come  to  ask  sahib 
to  come  and  shoot  a  white  tiger— a 
maneater— which  has  already  killed 
an  old  woman,  six  children  and  ten 
bullocks.' 

"Out  I  went,  just  as  I  was,  in  my 
slippers,  ami  sure  enough  at  the  gate 
of  the  compound,  if  you'll  believe  me, 
there  were  about  100 natives,  salaam- 
ing, tom  tomming,  and  playing  the 
Mah.adeo  to  soften  the  sahib's  "ueart 
and  induce  him  to  listen  to  them  and 
come  ami  kill  the  white  tiger.  I  prom- 
ised to  do  w  hat  I  could,  if  they  would 
supply  boaters,  and  would  be  ready 
at  tne  jungle  next  day  with  their  usu- 
al heathenish  and  un.sportsmanlike 
paraphernalia  of  native  drums,   bells.

"  '  Of  course;  anything  I  have, 
Moiisoon.  Johnson  says  Sloonje  has 
been  full  of  tigers  ever  since  tho  last 
Kajah  took  to  preserving  them,  and 
made  it  death  to  kill  one;  but  for 
God's  sake.  Monsoon,  take  care  of 
yourself.  Thost  man-e.aters  .are  no 
joke,  and  if  I  were  you  I  would  ride  to 
Poonahj.ir  .and  get  Simpson  and  Dover 
to  go  too.' 

"  'No,'  said  I,  'Twentyman.  Tliis 
is  an  affair  of  ilaiiger,  and  I'll  stalk 
tht  beast  alone.  There  shall  be  no 
Englishiiiau  but  myself  to  share  the 
glory.' 

"•\ou  are  a  plucky  fellow, Slonsoon,' 
said  Twentyman.  '.\s  you  like,  but 
lor  my  own  part,  I'd  rather  have  one 
Eniilishman  tiiaii  a  thousand  of  those 
noi.sy  devils,  with  their  infernal  drums 
and  horns.  They'd  spoil  an  angel's 
shooting.' 

"The  rest  of  that  day  I  spent  in  pio- 
paring  for  the  tigercampaign  at  ^loou- 
je.  I  put  on  mV  red-brown  shooting 
coat,  made  of  stuff  of  that  pet  iiliar 
dry  leaf  color  usually  worn  by  Indian 
tiger  hunters,  and  which  I  was  the 
first  to  introduce  into  the  presidency. 
The  jilau  of  this  coat  was  my  own  in- 
vention; it  had  fourteen  pockets,  each 
designed  for  a  special  purpose.and  nev- 
er used  foi  any  other.  It  held  caps, 
gun  picker,  tigers'  fat  for  greasing  locks, 
spare  nipples,  guii-screws  .a  small  boot 
jack  (the  use  of  which  I  will  tell  you 
l)re.sently),a  knife  with  sixteen  blades, 
grease<l  patches,  iron  buUets.cart  ridg- 
es, a  pocket  revolver,  hook,  a  dried 
tongue,  fusees,  a  sketch  book,  a  cigar 
case,  a  powder  horn,  a  small  key  bu- 
gle, a  camp  stool,  and  a  few  other 
items,  useful  to  a  man  of  several  re- 
sources. 

".-^s  this  white  tiger  I  was  to  fight 
had  escaped  the  native  pitfalls,  poison, 
si)ring  guns,  and  other  stratt^gems  of 
the  crafty  natives  of  thojunglo  village, 
I  ft  It  th.at  at  last  I  had  met  a  foeman 
worthy  of  my  arm,  and  I  prepared  for 
a  gigantic  effort.  I  tilled  li.anichunder's 
howdah  with  tulwahs  (keen  n.ative 
BWords),  doublo-barrellod  guns,  rock- 
e'sand  lioar  spears;  so  that,  keeping 
that  sa::acious  animal  near  me  fasten- 
ed to  a  tree,  I  could  return  to  him  at 
any  time  for  fresh  we.apons  and  for 
lunch;  for,  even  in  my  enthusiasm  for 
the  chase,  I  did  not  forget  some  cold 
fowls  and  two  or  three  bottles  of 
chaniDitgiie,  etc;  my  knansamah,  or 
butler,  was  to  sit  in  the  howdah  and 
.attend  to  the  commiss.ariat  and  gener- 
al St  ores. 

'•Tiie  day  came.  I  felt  a  strange  glow 
of  pleasure,  mingled  with  a  strange 
presentiment  of  danger  which  I  could 
not  shake  off,  do  what  I  might.  How- 
ever, I  said  nothing  to  Twentyman, 
who  wished  me  every  success,  and  olT 
I  went  on  Kamchunder,  who  seemed 
proud  to  share  in  the  a(i  venture;  which 
was  more  than  the  cowardly  khansa- 
mah  was,  for  his  teeth  shook  like  ca.s- 
tanets,  and  he  dropped  a  bottle  of 
bitter  beer  in  sheer  nervousness  in 
packing.     At  last  we  were  ready. 

'"Juhlde  jito!'  ('go  quick')  cried  I 
to  the  mahout;  and  off  trotted  old 
Kdinchunder  to  the  side  of  the  Moon- 
je jungle,  where  all  the  beaters  had  as- 
sembled. 

"If  you'll  believe  me,  even  at  the 
taking  of  Mooltan  there  wasn't  such  a 
gol  mol  (I  am  again  talking  Hindo- 
stanee — I  mean,  in  pure  Englisn,  'row') 
as  when  about  200  of  the  native  fol- 
lows began  to  break  into  the  jungle  of 
pr.aus  trees  and  korinda shrubs,  tiring 
in.atchlocks,  yelling  like  fiends  broke 
loose,  rattling  metal  pans,  ringing  bells 
iiid  blowing  horns;  while  half  a  dozen 
ot  the  boldest  and  most  active  of  the 
beaters  were  sent  on  to  climb  trees 
and  give  notice  if  the  man-eater  stole 
away  in  their  direction.  It  was  ar- 
ranged that  I  was  to  lie  in  wait,  with 
Rainchunder,  opposite  to  one  of  the 
most  tigerish  places;  .a  crossing  over  a 
dry  nullah,  or  ravine,  where  throe  na- 
tive postmen  had  been  carried  off  on 
consecutive  days  by  the  same  tiger. 

"And  now  again  the  presentiment 
weighed  upon  me  as  soon  as  I  found 
myself  alone  with  that  mi.serablefunky 
old  kli.ansamah,  who  did  nothing  but 
mutter  prayers  from  the  Koran  and 
look  at  his  amulet  of  tigers'  d.aws.  I 
tell  you,  sir,  all  sorts  of  disagreeable 
anecdotes  came  fermenting  up  in  my 
mind.  I  thought  of  how  Major  Bun- 
sen,  in  the  Forty-third,  had  died  in 
four  hours  of  lockjaw  from  a  .scratch 
he  received  from  a  tiger's  claws;  and 
of  how  Captain  Charters,  of  the 
Fourth  Light  Infantry,  was  found 
dead  in  tho  juncle  from  a  tiger  bite. 

"I  h.ad  been  particularly  careful  with 
Dostee  Pooloo,  the  captain  of  the 
bearers,  as  to  tigers,  for  these  rascals 
generally  frequent  the  same  spot,  and 
I  had  every  reason  to  suppose  that  I 
should  soon  have  my  hands  full. 

" 'Dostee  Pooloo,  my  boy,'  said  I, 
handing  him  a  cheroot  (for  the  niggers 
like  you  to  be  civil),  'be  sureand drive 
everything  that  is  in  the  jungle  sou'- 
westerly,  for  if  I  am  far  away  from 
R.amchunder  and  the  guns,  when  they 
break  covert,  there'll  be  a  blank sp.aco 
left  for  me  at  the  mess-table  to-mor- 
row.' When  I  said  this,  Dostee  Poo- 
loo showed  all  his  box  of  teeth,  and  I 
.saw  that  he  was  game  to  do  just  wh.at 
I  wished,  so  long  as  he  hadn't  to  fight 
the  tiger  himself. 

"Having  plant  ed  my  old  khansamah 
with  Hainchun<ler  and  the  cold  fowls, 
rhainpagne,  and  thedoubled-barrelled 
rides  near  an  old  palm  tree,  with  strict 
injunctions  not  to  move,  I  stole  off 
down  the  nuliah  whish-whish,  as  the 
natives  say — which  means  very  gen- 
tly. 

"I  suppose  I  had  not  gone  more 
than  300  yards  from  where  1  left  the 
khans.-imah.  before  a  path  to  the 
right,  trodden  down  as  if  by  wild  boars 
through  a  tract  of  tall,  dry,  dusty  jun- 
gle gra.'»s,  burnt  by  the  sun  to  a  pale 
straw  color,  attracted  my  attention. 
The  beaters  seemed  to  rouse  nothing, 
and  I  began  to  think  the  story  of  tho 
white  tiger  all  a  humbug  and  a  sham. 

"The  path  led  on  past  a  little  tope 
of  cocoanut  palm,  strung  with  fruit. 
Curiosity  and  a  natural  love  of  ad- 
venture carrying  me  on,  I  followed  it 
for  some  hundred  yards  till  I  saw  tho 
patch  a  few  yards  belore  me  open  out 
into  a  sort  of  natural  amphitheatre, 
beyond  which  lay  the  dry  bed  of  a 
small  .vater-coui-se,  the  surface  of 
which,  if  youli  believeme,  sir,  w.asone 
vast  tangle  of  enormous  jungle  flow- 
ers— great  crim,><on  fellows,  big  as  tea 
cups,  and  smelling  of  musk  and  p.itch- 
ouli;  ropes  of  creeping  plants  binding 
tree  to  tree,  an<i  strung  with  scented 
yellow  blossoms  and  trails  of  things 
like  tulips,  only  as  large  as  my  hat, 
and  with  purple-bell  flowers  every 
half  inch  down  the  stalk. 

"In  a  small  open  space  surrounded 
by  deep  Moonje  grass,  and  only  visi- 
ble from  the  higher  clump  of  ground 
where  they  sunned  themselves,  strut- 
ted half  a  dozen  peacocks.  I  had  just 
knelt  down  and  covered  the  biggest  of 
them  with  my  rifle — a  splendid  fellow, 
v.ith  a  great  fan-tail,  all  green  and 
pie — when,  lo  and  behold!  what 
aid  come  skipping  from  tree  to 
tree  but  a  whole  tribe  of  monkeys, 
chattering,  chasing  each  other,  hold- 
ing each  other's  tails,  and  cutting  such 
capers  that  it  was  all  I  could  do  to 
keep  from  laughing  out  and  spoiling 
the  whole  game. 

'I  had  scarcely  readjusted  my  aim, 
which  these  monkeys  had  thrown  out, 
before,  from  out  of  the  jungle  close  to 


me,  ran  three  little  spotted  deer  and  a 
wild  hog,  and  bogjin  racim:  about  as  if 
that  spot  was  their  regular  pla>^- 
ground,  and  yot  with  a  sort  of  fasci- 
nated staro  and  alann  that  made  mo 
suspect  mischief,  i  (lftcniiiiic(l,  how- 
ever, colli  e  qui  coule,  to  see  tho  I  liing 
out,  so  1  drew  tho  brandy  Mask  from 
my  ,\o,  l;{  iiocket,  and  took  a  sup  to 
steatly  my  hand.  Before  1  liad  put  it 
back,  sure  enough,  out  between  two 
Champa  I  roes  came  a  tremendon 
l>t?a-'t  of  a.  bo.i  constrictor,  as  large 
roiiini  as  a  hoistei,  and  70  feet  h)ng, 
if  he  w.as  an  inch— his  scales  wot  .and 
shiimi'^  with  the  dew,  and  he  writhing 
and  iiiidiiliitiiig  like  an  enormous  cat- 
erpillar, 

"It  you'll  lieliove  me,  sir,  suriiriscd 
as  I  was,  I  had  still  presence  of  mind 
enough  to  aim  firm  ami  steady  at  his 
ne.ire.st  eye,  thinking  what  .a  triumph 
it  would  be  to  take  him  home  to  poor 
Twenty  man.  When  what  Ishoulilsee 
about  twenty  feet  beyond  this  beast 
but  some  str.anae  object  waving  in  tho 
gra.ss'  I  covered  it  with  my  ritle,  and 
was  just  going  to  press  thetrigL'or  with 
my  forefinger,  when  I  he.ard  a  rush, 
and  an  enormous  tiger,clearing  the  boa 
constrictor,  leaped  a  space  of  nearly 
•10  feet  (as  I  afterwards  measured), 
before  I  could  readjust  my  piece. 

"It  was  the  white  tiger— the-m.an- 
eater— I  felt  sure  of  it  at  the  first 
uiance;  a  splendid  fellow,  full  13  feet 
long,  of  a.  palo  tawny  cream  coloi' 
striped  with  dark  brown  his  chest  al- 
most white. 

"If  you'll  believe  mo,  sir,  as  he  held 
me  and  shook  me  in  his  mouth,  I  felt 
no  p.iiii  and  no  terror,  but  a  sort  of 
almost  pleasant  benumbed  drowsiness 
and  a  str.inge  curiosity  as  to  how  tho 
brute  would  eat  me.  I  could  hear  the 
deer,  monkeys  and  snake  scuttle  off  as 
ho  shook  me,  as  a  cat  does  a  mou.se 
or  a  terrier  a  rat.  Then  I  tried  to 
get  a  pistol  from  pocket  No.  13,  and 
fainted. 

"Before  I  came  to,  full  half  an  hour 
must  have  el.apsed.  There  I  lay  in  a 
nest  of  dry  Moonje  grass.  I  felt  that 
the  monster  w.is  still  over  mo.  I  felt 
his  pestilential  breathing  on  my  f.rco 
even  in  my  swoon.  Yes,  therehe  was, 
his  enormous  length  reclining  beside 
me,  his  striped  tail  sweepingacross  my 
feet  at  every  vibration— his  head  turn- 
ed from  me.  If  you'll  believe  me,  sir, 
he  had  actually  munched  and  chewed 
the  whole  of  my  left  leg  from  tho  too 
to  the  knee;  he  had  eaten  about  three 
feet  ot  it,  sir  (pardon  the  awkward- 
ness of  the  expression),  during  my 
swoon." 

"Chewed;  Major  Monsoon?"  I  cried 
in  an  .angry,  espostulatory  voice. 
"Why,  there  areyour  two  legs  as  sound 


"Pooh!  pooh!  my  dear  sir,"  said  he. 
without  a  -imile  and  quite  unrutllod. 
holding  out  his  left  leg  to  me  to  pinch, 
"the  leg  he  munched  w.as  cork  then,  as 
it  is  now,  and  as  it  has  been  ever  since. 
A  cannon  ball  took  of  its  fleshy  prede- 
cessor at  the  siege  of  Mooltan.  One 
li.ai)py  result  of  it  being  cork,  as  you 
may  im.igino,  was  th.at  it  took  tho 
beast  some  time  to  get  through,  and 
that  the  beast  didn't  hiiri  me  much. 

'I  opened  my  eyes  quietly  when? 
found  what  he  was  at,  for  he  kept 
growling  and  snarling  over  the  rather 
indigestible  meal,  and  I  began  to  look 
round  me  to  see  where  my  ritle  w.as. 
If  you'll  believe  me,  sir,  there  it  lay, 
full  cocked,  not  three  inches  from^iy 
right  hand. 

"My  first  thought  was  to  steal  my 
hand  along  and  got  hold  of  my  rifle, 
but  the  instant  I  moved  even  tx.  limb, 
the  beast  of  a  'man-eater'  began  to 
growl,  and  evinced  a  dangerous  di:s- 
position  to  leave  my  cork  leg  and  set- 
tle on  tho  more  valuable  one  of  llesh. 
I  therefore,  for  the  moment,  abanlo 
ed  the  attempt,  and  re.'jignc<'l  mysi  . 
to  death;  for  it  seemed  certain  that 
when  the  beast  h.id  finished  tho  cork 
leg  .and  began  to  taste  my  blood,  he 
would  turn  and  devour  mo. 

"I  was  sulliciently  cool,  even  in  this 
horrible  emergency,  to  cast  my  eyes 
around  to  see  if  I  was  wounded.  I 
found  no  wound  but  discovered  th.at 
tho  tiger  had  in  seizing  me  torn  off 
and  jirobably  devoured  the  tenth  and 
eleventh  pockets  of  my  shooting  jack- 
et. I  listened  for  the  beater-s,  but 
could  hear  no  voice  or  sound.  They 
had  either  gone  so  far  off  that  they 
were  out  of  hearing,  or  what  was  more 
likely,  they  had  been  alarmed  by  the 
tiger  and  had  fled.  For  they're  poor 
creatures,  the  niggers,  in  any  real  dan- 
ger. 

"I  now,  therefore,  gave  myself  uj)  as 
lost;  tho  tiger  w.as  still  gnawing  my 
cork  knee  and  had  ono  paw  lying  as 
heavy  as  le.id  on  my  otiier  kg.  when 
suddenly,  if  you'll  believe  methobeast 
yawned  twice,  nodded  his  he.ad  and 
fell  fast  asleep.  I  saw  it  all  in  a  mo- 
mont.  He  had  swallowed,  in  my  No. 
10  pocket,  .a  large  bottle  of  morphine, 
—the  bimeconatc  of  morphine,  an 
.\meric.an  preparation  of  great 
strength— that  I  always  carried  with 
me  when  I  went  tiger  hunting,  in  case 
of  an  attack  of  neuralgia,  to  which  I 
was  subject  after  Iliad  two-thirds  of 
my  teeth  carried  away  by  a  match- 
lock bullet  at  Bundeicore.  Now  was 
my  oppoit unity.  There  lay  tho  great 
striped  beast  fast  asleep.  I  stole  my 
hand  gently  toward  my  rifle.  I 
grasped  it.  I  cocked  it.  I  looked  at 
the  clean  copper  cap,  held  the  muzy.le 
close  to  tho  brute's  ear  and  fired. 
With  a  yell — a  groan — the  be.ast  fell. 
I  leaped  up  .at  tho  same  moment  to 
avoiil  his  fatal  claws,  .and  g.ave  him 
the  .second  barrel  behind  the  right 
paw,  close  to  the  heart.

It  was  H.imchuiider,  wiili 
tho  beast  of  .a  khans.im.ah  dead  drunk 
in  the  howdah.  and  with  ono  of  my 
silver  topped  champagne  hot  ties  in  his 
hand.  1  instantly  called  out,  'Piikrao!' 
which  is  Hindostanee  for  'take  hold,' 
and,  if  you'll  believe  me,  sir,  the  sa- 
gacious jinimal,  whom  I  had  trained 
to  this,  lifted  me  up  with  his  probos- 
cis into  the  howdah;  for  how  could  I 
move,  you  know,  with  my  cork  leg  all 
eaten  away? 

"The  first  thing  I  did  was— what  do 
you  ".hink?" 

I  could  not  guess. 

"The  first  thing  I    did,   sir,   was    to 

Eunch  that  beast  of  a  khansamah's 
ead,  to  be  sure,  andthengo  in  search 
of  Dostee  Pooloo  and  those  cowardly 
nigi:er  beaters. 

"If  you'll  believe  me,  sir,  we  found 
them  in  the  nearest  village,  two  miles 
off.  cooking  rico  at  a  fire,  and  telling 
the  people  how  the  sahib  had  been 
killed  by  the  m.an-eater.  So  what  did 
I  do  but  ride  in  among  them  on  Kam- 
chunder and  give  the  fellows  such  a 
welting  with  the  whip  of  my  buggy, 
which  I  always  caaried  for  that  pur- 
pose, that  they  fell  on  their  knees  and 
cried  for  mercy. 

"Juhlde  joa,  Dostee  Pooloo,'  I 
crieil,  'and  bring  home  the  tiger  on  a 
stretcher  of  champa  boughs.

"Go  they  did,  and  three  hours  after, 
just  at  sun.set  we  entered  KoUywallah 
in  procession,  firing  guns,  letting  off 
rockets,  the  niggers  shouting  songs 
about  the  sahib  and  the  tiger.  Twen- 
tyman was  delighted  to  see  me,  for  he 
had  given  me  up  for  lost,  as  one  of  the 
beaters  had  run  to  the  bungalow  and 
told  him  I  was  killed."

"I  was  huntin'  and  trappiri'  alonj 
the  Columbia  river  on  tho  Oregon 
side,"  said  Uncle  Joe,  a  veteran  d(  the 
plains  and  mountains,  "arid  while  1 
w.as  right  in  the  Injun  country,  I  kiv 
eretl  my  tracks  so  well  that  it  wai 
weeks  before  they  got  on  to  me.

1 
was  a  bit  puzzled  at  first,  becaust 
there  was  only  one  track,  but  by  and 
Ijy  I/igured  out  how  it  was.  It  was 
either  some  Injun  who  had  slipped  oti 
to  tr.ip  by  hLsself  fur  a  few  days,  or  it 
was.somo  warrior  who  had  had  his 
suspicions  aroused  and  was  doin,  a 
leelle  investigation  on  his  own  hook. 
If  he  got  my  scalp  he  was  so  much 
ahe.ad,  and  glory  awaited  him.  I: 
he  got  nothin'  he  wouldn't  be  laughed 
at  by  the  rest  of  his  tribe,  for  none  o!

I'd 
r.iyther  have  had  a  whole  tribe  of  red- 
skins come  wlioopin'  and  yellin'dowii 
upon  me  than  to  know  that  a  .serpent 
was  dodgin'  and  crawlin'  along  my 
trail,  fcilent,  determined  and  implac- 
able. I  hit  the  feller's  trail  about  hall 
a  mile  from  the  hut,  and  the  hour  was 
about  3  o'clock.  I  knew  that  ho  must 
sooner  or  later  strike  one  of  my  frosh 
trails  and  brinit  up  at  the  hut,  and  in- 
stead of  followin'  him  as  he  followed 
my  old  trail  I  broke  off  after  a  few 
minutes  and  made  directly  fur  the  hut.

The  tale 
deals  with  a  young  man  who  was  done 
to  death  in  a  strange  room  at  a  hotel,' 
occupied  by  one  Silas  Scuddamore, 
and  goes  on  to  describe  the  scene  when 
Silas  and  Dr.  Noel  are  alone  with  the 
body  and  ifieeking  to  conceal  the  evi- 
dences of  tho  crime.  It  is  there  that 
the  following  passage  occurs,  b^»n- 
ning  with  the  doctor  speaking  to  Scud- 
damore: 

'•Your  case  is  des[>erato  upon  that 
side,  ainl  for  the  narrow  eye  of  the 
autlibritles  Jrpu  are  infallibly  the 
guilty  person," 

Ho  turned  towdrd  the  bed  and  pro- 
ceeded to  examine;  the  cor^we. 

"Quite  dead,"  be  murmured;  "ye^, 
^s  I  had  supposed,'  thf  pocket's  emp- 
ty. "Yes,  and  the  name  cut  off  the 
shirt.  I  noted  a  little  while  ago  that 
you  have  there  in  the  corner  one  of 
those  monstrous  constructions  which 
your  fellow-countrymen  carry  with 
them  into  all  quarters  o^  the  globe — 
in  a  word,  a  Saratoga  trunk.

"Now,'  said  the  doctor,  "the  first 
step  has  been  taken  on  the  way  to 
your  deliverance.  To-morrow,  or 
rather  to-day,  it  miist  be  your  task 
to  allay  tho  suspicions  of  the  porter, 
paying  hihi  all  that  you  owe." 

'i'he  story  then  proceeds  to  describe 
the  horror  of  Silas,  alone  in  a  hotel 
with  the  dead  tnan  in  a  trunk,  and 
says: 

"He  slunk  dowrt  to  dinner  about  7 
at  night;  but  the  yellow  coffee  room 
appalled  him,  the  eyes  of  the  Other 
dmersseemedtorestonhis  with  suspi- 
cion, and  his  mind  remained  up  stairs 
with  the  Saratoga  trunk.  When  the 
waiter  came  to  offer  him  his  cheese  his 
nerves  were  already  so  much  on  edge 
that  he  leaped  half  way  out  of  his 
chair  and  upset  the  remainder  of  a 
pint  of  ale  upon  the  table  cloth." 

"In  reading  this,  one  can  see  Max- 
well furtively  slipping  into  the  South- 
ern ordinary  on  that  fateful  Sunday 
night,  talking  wfldly  to  the  waiter, 
Arlington,  and  finally  nervously  push- 
ing away  tho  wine  he  cannot  drink.

Midnight  had  sounded  some  time 
when,  impelled  by  uneasy  suspicions, 
he  opened  his  bedroom  door  and 
peered  into  the  passage.  It  was  dim- 
ly lighted  by  a  single  jet  of  gas,  and 
some  distance  off  he  perceived  a  man 
in  the  costume  of  a  hotel  under  ser- 
vant*" 


A  KaiLsas  Hail  Storm. 

The  Topeka  Common  wealth  publish- 
es a  letter  from  a  lady  who  was  in  the 
midst  of  the  recent  great  hail  storm  in 
Kansas.  She  says:  The  night  was 
so  pleasant  that  we  slept  sitting  up 
till  the  new  conductor  woke  us  after 
leaving  Nickerson.  The  morning  re« 
mained  pleasant  till  an  ominous  cloud 
appeared  in  the  southeast  extreme 
horizon,  at  Florence,  as  the  train 
pushed  out.  It  rose  higher  and  ex- 
tended northward,  like  a  great  dark 
wave,  entirely  obliterating  the  light  of 
the  sky  over  which  it  spread.  As  it 
rose  higher  and  spread  wider,  it  be- 
came impregnated  with  that  lurid 
green  dye  that  seems  to  indicate  death 
and  a  fearful  storm.  At  this  time 
there  w.as  scarcely  a  breath  of  air, 
but  tho  great  black,  greenish  volume 
had  darkened  all  the  earth  around 
and  almost  made  u.'^e  of  lamps  in 
the  cars  necessary.  An  earnest  prayer 
for  preservation  filled  my  soul,  when 
all  at  once  came  the  conviction, 
"Move  to  the  other  sido."  By  this 
time  the  sky  on  the  north  presented  a 
fearful  appearance,  and  the  wind  was 
beginning  to  rise.  I  obeyed  the  secret 
summons,  for  as  such  I  accepted  it, 
and  I  asked  the  young  lady  in  whose 
pleasant  company  I  had  been  to  move 
on  the  south  side  of  the  car  with  me. 
We  sought  our  now  position  with  a 
young  man  who  occupied  two  entire 
seals,  briefly  stat  ing  we  felt  it  to  be 
dangerous  on  the  north  side.  Just  aa 
we  got  seated  a  thundering  crash  and 
a  lightning  flash  heralded  the  bursting 
of  the  storm.  Then  followed  such  a 
shower  of  ice-bullets  as  my  eyes  never 
witnessed  before,  and  I  hope  never  will 
again,  and  immeflialely  the  breaking 
of  the  window  occurred  by  which  I  had 
been  sitting,  covering  the  seat  with 
heavy  broken  glass.  Your  readers 
will  not  believe  the  extraordinary  size 
of  the  hailstones— not  like  marbles 
alone,  but  from  that  size,  without  any 
exaggeration,  to  the  enormous  size  of  a 
goose  egg.  In  a  few  minutes  every 
window  on  the  north  side  of 
the  Car  w.as  broken  but  one,  though 
the  conductor  and  brakeman,  quick  as 
human  hands  could  work,  closed  the 
ventilators  and  put  down  tho  slat 
shutters,  which  prevented  the  great 
hailstones  from  striking  the  pas.sen- 
gers.  It  uid  seem,  as,  they  fell  so 
heavily  on  toji  of  our  car,  that  they 
would  fall  through  on  our  heads,  and 
.some  did,  I  was  told,  in  the  sleeper, 
who.se  windows  were  not  protected  by 
the  common  slats.  The  ground  was 
literally  covered  with  hailstones, many 
of  which  must  have  weighed  a  i)Ound 
or  more,  and  great  damage  must  have 
been  done.  One  of  the  most  wonder- 
ful sights  was  the  dropping  of  these 
great  hailstones  into  the  streams  near 
and  over  which  we  passed,  causing  as 
they  fell  so  rapidly  and  thickly,  morint- 
anious  and  wonderful  bubbles.  This 
storm  lasted  an  hour  and  a  quarter. 
As  we  came  to  Osage  City  the  earth  for 
some  distance  was  deluged,  and  even 
houses  were  in  water,  but  the  hail  did 
not  seem  to  extend  farther  east  than 
Emporia. 

Fifty-four  window-i  were  smashed  to 
pieces  in  our  train  altogether.  The 
company  provided  new  cars  for  the 
passengers  farther  east,  for  ours  were 
full  of  broken  glass  and  water.  We 
thank  God  for  the  pre.'^ervation of  our 
lives  and  hope  the  faithful  engineer 
was  not  hurt.
